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PREFACE 

THE World War is the moet widely discussed 
topic that has ever been brought before man, 
for three reasons: First, this was the greatest and 
most terrible war that has ever taken place; sec- 
ond, it involved the greatest nations of the world ; 
and, third, it was the great war mentioned in the 
Book of Revelation. Upon the last reason the 
author has based his findings in writing this book. 

The object xi£ this work is to give the reader 
a comprehensive . knowledge, in an acceptable man- 
ner, of the duration of this war, and final outcome 
as it is revealed in Revelation by John; and the 
work is also presented to the public as a contribu- 
tion to a general knowledge of the Book of Reve- 
lation. The author has searched the Scriptures 
diligently and carefully in order that what he 
might have to say would describe to the reader, in 
as simple and concise a form as possible, the mean- 
ing of the Revelation, and how it coincides with 
current world events. This compilation is embraced 
in two volumes. Volume I. treats of the war and 
its participants, while Volume II. deals with the 
effects of the war and the resurrection. 

I hope that those who read may patiently 

and prayerfully search the Scriptures as I have

searched them, in order that their faith may be 
confirmed in the word of God. Let all who read 
look at this from the simplest possible standpoint, 
and I am sure there can be no misunderstanding 
of the parables herein revealed. 

John wrote this book and delivered it to ns 
entitled ''The Revelation, " and said that it was 
sealed tight with seven seals. That, being inter- 
preted, signifies to us one thought particularly; 
that is, how could it be a revelation and at the 
.same time be a sealed book! We know our 
scholars have failed to render an interpretation 
of this book, because it was a sealed one. And 
then we remember it was termed a revelation. 
This thought is complete in the analysis as fol- 
lows: It was a sealed book until its fulfillment 
began to transpire, and then it became a revelation 
to us, and in this work I have pointed out the 
things hereijti described as Peter did at Pentecost, 
saying: ''This is that that was spoken of by the 
prophet John." 

The writer has not prophesied on the fiilfillment 
of this work, but has pointed out, in as simple and 
concise a form as possible, all the events up to 
the Armistice. Let those who read look at the 
construction of this work and see the simplicity 
of it, lest we be found as the Jews were when 
Christ came; that is, without faith and knowledge 
of His coming. The Author. 
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INTRODUCTION 

THOSE who have read different books on Rev- 
elation have always had a desire to know 
something of the author and the inspiration that 
led up to such an endeavor. 

The author of ** Revelation Revealed" was not 
bom in a manger nor was he bom in the lap of 
luxury ; he has tasted of the cup of bitterness and 
also of the manna of sweetness with which those 
who are bom with a rich inheritance are blessed. 
My mother died when I was two years old, and 
my father died when I was twelve. There were 
four boys in the family. I never knew what a 
mother or a sister was. 

Father was not a financier, and did not accumu- 
late a great deal of wealth to leave as an inheri- 
tance to his progeny. He carried a $4,000 insurance 
policy for the sake of his boys, but, as is the case 
with most insurance policies where there is no one 
left to defend the rights of the children, the policy 
was forfeited, according to the claims of the com- 
pany, the month father died. I was at this time 
working as C€ush-boy in a dry-goods store, earning 
a salary of two dollars and fifty cents a week. The 
death of my father shifted the responsibility of 

existence upon myself, and this, together with 
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the care of a younger brother, made life very 
hard, the older brothers having separated from us 
and gone out into the world for themselves. 

With this responsibility left to me, I realized 
that my position required an increase in salary, as 
I had to pay twenty dollars per month for our 
board, to say nothing of the clothing. It was then 
that I realized that '' necessity is the mother of 
invention," and' it dawned upon me to establish 
a business for myself. I began by ordering flowers 
from the coast to sell to the public; this increased 
as a business and gave me an income sufficient to 
pay our monthly bills and eke out an existence, 
^e only kin left, that I knew of, was an uncle. 
I wrote to him, and told him the circumstances 
surrounding us and the responsibility I had to 
face. In reply, he wrote a long letter, in which 
he said he was proud of the efforts put forth on 
my part, and realized that it would ultimately 
make a man of me; that the experience I was re^ 
ceiving was the best education one could get, and 
advised me to stay with this in preference to 
going to school, which I did. 

After a few years' toil in this capacity, from 

seven o'clock in the morning until seven at night, 

my health began to decline, rendering it impossible 

to longer endure the drudgery; in the meantime, 

the younger brother had left and gone to the older 

ones in the West. I had increased my position 

from cash-boy to head of a department by promo- 
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tion, but still the drudgeries were too much, and 
it became imperative that I give up the work and 
pursue something more congenial to my health. I 
left the store and invested my small savings in a 
stock of notions consisting of a selection most 
desirable to the trade, according to my experience. 
I picked up the bundle, the whole of my savings, 
and left for the West to peddle them to the farm 
women, taking produce in exchange. The fresh 
air and outdoor exercise soon began to restore my 
health, and, with the increased months of outdoor 
work, I began life anew. 

It was then that I decided to have a finished 
literary training. I consolidated the stock of mer- 
chandise with a blind man, he putting up an 
amount of money equal to the value of my mer- 
chandise, and we formed a partnership. Leaving 
him and his younger daughter to run the store, I 
ventured into school, going until I had gained 
knowledge enough to become a second-class teacher, 
and chose that profession as a promotion over the 
one engaged in, but did not pursue that course 
far until I realized my nervous temperament wa? 
too impatient to deal successfully with children. I 
retired from the work of teaching children and 
became a teacher of men. The professor I had 
been associated with was a Christian preacher and 
to<^ a great deal of interest in me, and insisted 
that I become first a student, then a teacher of the 

Bible. Being literarily inclined,* this met with 
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my approval, and I availed myself of tiie oppor- 
tiinity, and with his help increased my st9re of 
knowledge. The gospel plan of salvation was soon 
misustered, and it became a well-known fact through- 
out the thinly settled community where we lived 
that I was a walking encyclopedia of ready refer- 
ence on Bible subjects. So much knowledge had 
I gained on Bible subjects that I was often called 
into conference with the elders of the congregation 
to discuss difficult subjects. 

Upon one occasion a congregation in an adjoin- 
ing neighborhood became much divided on the 
interpretation of a certain passage of Scripture, 
reading as follows: *'The natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God because they are 
foolishness unto him; neither can he know them 
because they are spiritually discerned." Some 
contended the natural man was the unbeliever and 
some contended he was the fleshly man. The divi- 
sion grew, and the congregation became so widely 
divided that when they came together on the first 
day of the week to worship, they were as some of 
the congregations Paul had to deal with in his 
time. It was finally suggested that they send for 
me as the harmonizer, saying they would be gov- 
erned by my analysis in the settlement of their 
differences. They sent, and I left an appointment 
with them to come at a future time to discuss the 
subject. I was still very young in years, but old 

in experience and knowledge of the word of God. 
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They arranged a big program for the occasion, 
and when I arrived I was not long in locating the 
differences, as one told a part of the trouble and 
another told another part, until finally I had the 
whole truth about the disagreement. When I 
began my discourse I was better informed than 
any one in the congregation, so, after the song 
service and prayer, I began by saying in part: "I 
am profoundly happy indeed to be with you upon 
this occasion, and thankful for the honor^bestowed 
upon me, yet regret that I have found so great a 
schism in your body, and hope that we may be 
able to arrive at an amicable adjustment. There 
is a time in the life of every child when you can 
talk to it upon a subject and it vdll not under- 
stand the contents of your message: There is 
another time in the life of this child that you 
need speak only a single word about the same thing 
and it will discern the contents and conceive the 
truths. I want your minds in the attitude to 
conceive, so there may be no misunderstanding of 
the contents of the message I am about to deliver. 
Another thing I desire you to understand is that 
the New Testament is written as history and law 
by twelve different people, and the record of each 
is according to his view as he saw it. The dif- 
ference upon any subject in our congregations is the 
difference in their conception of the witnesses' tes- 
timony that testifies to the facts therein, and each 

subject of the Bible spoken of by any particular 
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witi^ess has a begiimiiig. In order to arrive at the 
truth of it, we should begin where ' the subject 
begins and end with the subject, taking the testi- 
mony of all witnesses testi:fying to it as a whole 
and not a part of what any oae of them has to 
say, before we can arrive at the truth of the 
matter. The subject before us to-day has a begin- 
ning, and, in order to understand it, we must begin 
with it and follow it out unto the conclusion." 

With this predicate before my hearers, I began 
with Matthew's testimony, followed up with Mark, 
Luke and John, going on through the Acts of the 
Apostles, Bomans, Corinthians and the rest of the 
books, until I had given them the whole truth of 
their contents, being careful not to overlook a 
single point under the circumstances, knowing the 
troubles and their opinions upon the subject. After 
talking to them for about an hour and fifteen 
minutes, their understanding wa« opened and they 
were satisfied with the truths taught. They ad- 
journed the meeting with a hearty handshake to 
all. One of the elders, and a preacher, who had 
occupied a seat in front, stood back waiting until 
the congregation had come and passed their con- 
gratulations upon me before he moved, then he 
came forth and placed his arm around my neck 
and shook my hai^d, sa3ring: '* Brother Holloway, 
that was the finest discourse I have ever heard 
preached from any pulpit. There is not an old 

preacher that could have done the subject the 
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justice you have, and I want to say you have 

prepared yourself to spend your life in want 

I and misery and become a financial failure." I 

I asked why so, and he said: ''This is the treatment 

j that the true preachers of the gospel receive. I 

know from personal experience whereof I speak." 

I said: ''I beg your^ forgiveness. If that is the 

life of a minister, I resign; still I will shun not to 

declare the whole counsel of God wherever I 

may be." 

Hence I changed my course and pursued other 
lines for a livelihood that were more profitable 
financially — ^working on llirtarm at fifty cents per 
day, digging post oak stumps and eating combread 
instead of cake. With this experience I grew, 
finally becoming a land-owner and a prosperous 
farmer, putting in the bad days (when I could 
not work on the farm) building chimneys for the 
neighbors in the community, for I was a good rock- 
mason also. I became one of the leading characters 
in my pursuits, and was finally detailed by the 
farmers to be an organizer for them, and in that 
capacity served three years. 

This gave me a broad experience and a g6od 
insight into both the political and economical sides 
of life, as I was associated with the inhabitants 
from the lowest hovel in the land to the president's 
palace, traveling night after night without sleep 
except a short nap now and then, and speaking 

three times the next day to the farmers of our 
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commonwealth. I endured much hardship, but was 
encouraged by the thought that I was uplifting 
those of my class, and not tearing down any one 
of another class. My arguments were to the effect 
that he who stopped to help the man on top was a 
moral coward, but he that would 'go down into 
the gutter and raise the man there was the man 
of courage and honor. I did not desire to lower 
the standard of any business in the universe that 
was legitimate. I only concurred in their good 
judgment and success for giving to their loved 
ones, through their occupation, some of the good 
things of life which they were justly entitled to, 
and inasmuch as those of other callings were enjoy- 
ing the good things of life, it was my purpose to 
raise my class to a standard equal to the other, 
and enable them to give to their loved ones some 
of the good things of life, which was justly their 
duty to do. 

My influence increased, and it not only became 
State-wide, but it became national with the farmers, 
and I was called from State to State to propound 
the principles of justice and right to mankinds 
While pursuing this course I still conformed to 
the promises made to the elder that I would **shun 
not to declare the whole counsel of God,'' and in 
my evenings around the hotel lobby and upon the 
streets I rested my mind from the drudgeries of 
the day by teaching the gospel of Jesus Christ to 

the individuals with whom I came in contact. 
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-After spending my term in this work and hav- 
ing gained the knowledge and experience of both 
sides of life, I set out to organize an insurance 
company that would guarantee every man .a home 
and a job. I had realized that each man who 
took out a policy-with the ordinary instance 
company simply got a permit to die, and the 
sooner he died the quicker some one else got what 
he paid for, provided the beneficiaries were influ- 
ential. I proposed to guarantee to every man to 
get what he paid for, and to pay only for what 
he got. The plan was simple, and was worked out 
upon a co-operative basis, using the premiums 
paid in to buy large tracts of land with and to 
divide them into smaller tracts, ranging from ten 
to one hundred acres each. It became a paid-up 
policy in twenty years, and gave the policy-holder 
the use of the land while paying for it. It was 
made possible, through the co-operation of his 
fellow-neighbors, to own his home and his job. 

I negotiated with President Diaz, of Mexico, for 
two million acres of land upon which to exploit 
the project, and had the order fairly under way 
when the panic struck and knocked out my pur- 
pose. I had not fully recovered from the panic 
of 1907 when the Mexican Revolution broke out 
aftd confiscated the remainder of my effort. The 
idea was original and was worked out scientifically. 
The plan went before the Insurance Gommiissioners' 

Convention at Colorado Springs, Colorado, in 1909, 
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and was pronounced by them as being the most 
feasible plan of insurance ever organized. 
Through the notoriety of this ccmvention, some 
of the insurance companies endeavored to consoli- 
date the idea with theirs, and offered to pay me 
a handsome royalty for it. I was suspicious of 
organized capital and refused to consider the 
proposition, saying to them that my organization 
belonged to the people and must be given to the 
people. After tiie collapse caused by the condi- 
tions above enumerated, some of them were anxious 
to say, *'I told you so," but I stood unchanged 
and defied all interference, saying: '^It is my loss, 
and, though I have spent all the money I had, I 
am still not broke, for I have the same mind and 
the same purpose to build from as when I finit 
started." There was no such thing as failure in 
my vocabulary; I could only be set back and 
retarded, but ultimately would reach the goal. 

During all myxxperience I continued to inves- 
tigate the prophecies of the Bible, and realized as 
fully then as now that Bevelation was a parable 
to things yet to be and that we must know them 
when they transpired; also that all things come 
in their season, and go accordingly, and that my 
endeavors in behalf of humanity, to organize 
society upon a new basis, were out of season, and 
that the Lord had His way, and I would know 
when it came about. I watched diligently the turn 

of events from day to day, month to month and 
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from year to year, until transition began to be 

known, and through this influence I was propelled 

as by an unknown means to write an interpretation 

of Bevelation. 

. I began the study se^oudy, and the more I 

concentrated my spirit npim that work the more 

emphatically it became impressed upon me that 

this was a duty I must perform. The result of this 

influence I haye handed to my readers, the true 

interpretation, in "Revelation Revealed, " I learned 

that John's spiritual being in the isle of Patmos 

was portrayed in the first chapter of Revelation, 

and that he told the story as it actually occurred 

to him. The second and third chapters show that 

Christ revealed the principle of His Eongdom in 

the seven letters to the churches and pointed out 

the seven specifically, making the contrast to the 

principles that must be conformed to in order to 

comply with the standard He set. The fourth 

chapter begins the prophecy of John, and the 

great calamities he tells us of are the things we 

have seen take place, as analyzed in the fourth 

chapte/ of the book. Jn the fifth chapter we have 

the key to 'Qie interpretation of Revelation, and 

the things enumerated therein, as revealed to John, 

give a full understanding of the mysteries and 

why they were not understood by scholars before 

they were revealed. The sixth to the eleventh 

chapters deal with the opening of the seven seals 

that seal tight the Book of Revelation, and portray 
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to us the events of our day as interpreted by the 
same chapters of this book. 

John has dealt with his subject from as many 
angles as there are minds to deal with, and we 
could not be mistaken about it any more than we 
could about the center of gravity. We know that 
the center of gravity is where we are, and no 
matter where we start nor where we go, it is just the 
same, else we would fall off the earth. In John's 
Revelation, no matter where he starts nor where he 
goes, the climax is reached just the same. All we have 
to do, to satisfy our minds that his prophecy is being 
fulfilled, is to look at it from every angle as he has, 
and we see the events shaping themselves for the ulti- 
mate decree that will be revealed in the next volume. 

Having dealt with the World War and the 
happenings in these chapters up to the Armistice, 
he concludes there and leaves us for a time, which 
we have done in this volume, and the twelfth chap- 
ter is only the summing up and the author's view 
of the ideal Kingdom which we all seek. In deal- 
ing with the characters of this work, it hais not 
been my intention to use them personally, nor 
did John so single out individuals as a represen- 
tation, but the application to them is only a sig- 
nificance of the governments they represent, hence 
when I have used individuals in this work, I have 
merely done so to make it more emphatic than 
it could have been otherwise. Revelation was a 

parable to things yet to be, and when John referred 
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to the earthquakes and darkness of the sun and 

the moon and the burning up of the many things, 

he did not apply it to literal things any more 

than our preachers who refer in their pulpits to 

any calamity befalling a community as being a 

great earthquake or a great lightning storm do. 

I have followed out the' divine purpose of the 

Almighty in my pursuit of knowledge as revealed, 

and, with the guiding mind of the Omnipotent, 

hand you this ho€k for your own salvation. I 

do not expect all to accept the constructions placed 

upon them as being true, any more than Jesus 

Christ expected the Jews to accept his gospel when 

it was preached two thousand years ago, yet I have 

done my duly and followed out the inspiration 

given me to my own satisfaction, and will stand 

before the throne of Gk>d in the last days as an 

individual sacrifice for what I have done, realizing 

that the admonition of John in the last chapter of 

the Book of Revelation, and the nineteenth verse, 

was: ''To him that addeth unto the things that 

are written in this book, shall be added unto him 

the plagues that are written therein; and unto 

him that tafeeth away from the words of this 

prophecy, shall be taken from him the tree of 

life." All who read may see the testimony from as 

many ways as your humble servant has done with 

the realization of this fact before us, and accept 

what the Lord has given us for our salvation.

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CHAjPTER I. 

JOHN'S TESTIMONY OF JESUS 

(Bevelatdon 1.) 

THE inspiration that comes to the writer, and 
propels him on in an endeavor to make an 
abstract of Revelation, is not an unusual occur- 
rence in the life of man. We have been a student 
of the Bible all our life, and, as many other stu- 
dents, have been mainly interested in Revelation. 
As a matter of course, we could not see the contents 
of its teachings until we had diligently, prayerfully 
and scientifically weighed the testimony as revealed, 
then looked around to see a likeness to the things 
taking place in world events. This was easily 
observed when once we removed the orthodox 
specks and read the Revelation as a parable to the 
happenings of to-day. Beginning at the first verse, 
we read: 

"The Bevelation of Jesus Christ, which God 
gave unto him, to show unto his servants things 
which must shortly come to pass; and he sent and 
signified it by his angel unto his seoryant John" 
(Eev. 1: 1). 

After reading this verse, we wondered what the 
Lord meant in this statement and when this short 
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I 

time would be fulfilled. Will we know it, or will 
it remain a hidden mysteiy to mankind t We 
pondered it over, finally grasping, as a stream of 
light coming down from above, the true revelation 
revealed.. Then we conceived that there is in this 
a parable of the things in this World War we 
know — ^''For the time is at hand." 

We searched further to find what the ''time at 
hand" meant, and found that, tiie things John was 
talking about were to be hereafter a matter of 
prophecy. As John says in the second and third 
verses of the first chapter: 

''Who bare record of the word of God, and of 
the testiinony of Jesas Christ, and of all things * 
that he saw. Blessed is he that readeth, and thej 
thai hear the words of this prophecy, and keep those 
thin^ which are written therein: for the time is at 
hand." ^ 

Since it was a prophecy to be fulfilled, it be- 
hooves us to hear and keep the words thereof, lest 
we overlook the parable when it is made known. 
''Ye shall know the truth, and the Ixuth shall make 
you free" (John 8:32). Realizing this is a true 
statement with reference to the parables taught 
us in Revelation, we caution you to simply accept 
its content with the simplicity it contains, leaving 
pflf prejudice and preconceived opinions of our 
orthodox teachings. Heretofore we have read the 
Book of Revelation as a sealed book, and our ^eat- 

minded men throughout the world have closed their 
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mouths and minds with reference to it when 
approached on any subject it might contain. We 
have heard men — ^Bible scholars, D.D.'s and 
LL.D.*s — of all religious denominations refrain 
from discussing it. They would shake their heads 
and walk away. Was it because they did not un- 
derstand what it revealed, or was it for some other 
reason, that such men would not discuss its con- 
tents? Then we read: **Ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free'' (John 8:32). 

In discussing the doctrines of the orthodox 
world, it has invariably been found that each one 
of the different denominations had a well-founded 
reason for differing with his neighbor on the doc- 
trinal points of his creed, and invariably this 
difference of opinion came from the weighing of 
the testimony as testified to by a particular witness 
writing of the occurrence. In fact, one denominar 
tion will take what Matthew says about a subject 
and ignore what Mark has to say on the same ques- 
tion, while his neighbor will take what Mark has 
to say and overlook Matthew's statement, naturally 
causing a difference. If all would take what each 
witness testifies to, regarding any subject, and 
rightly divide the Word of truth as we are com- 
manded to do, there would be no difference, for 
each of the apostles teUs the same story, although 
each looks at it from a different angle. 

This is proved in the testimony of the witnesses 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John, who viewed the 
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Saviour on tlie cross, and read the inscription over 
His head, yet all, in telling what Pilate had writ- 
ten, differ in their record of the exact language 
used on the sign-ihoard above, while in substance 
they agree. Now, if one man would take the exact 
wording of Matthew for what was inscribed thereon, 
and discard the other witnesses' understanding, 
and another would take what Mark recorded and 
likewise ignore what the other writers revealed, 
there would be a large discrepancy of opinion. This 
is not a doctrinal point, however, and it makes no 
material difference which way we look at it, as 
we all believe the sign-board was there. We merely 
refer to it as a matter of proof to show why men 
differ on Biblical subjects. 

Every man's mind is reached from a different 
angle. A hundred people might witness a battle, 
and in the narration of it each would probably 
differ, for every one viewed differently. There 
could be no difference in the actual occurrence; the 
difference would be in the minds of those viewing 
it. One particular part of the occurrence would 
lodge in the mind of one, and he would tell of 
that particular part, while another phase of it 
would remain in the mind of the next man, and 
he would tell of what happened as he saw it. Now, 
if we are to arrive at the whole truth of a thing, 
it is necessary that we view it from every angle. 
Hence, when it was said that we had searched the 

Scriptures "diligently, faithfully, prayerfully and 
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icientifieally, " it was meant frran every angle, and 
with the goidbig mind of the Omnipotent. 

We observe this prophecy, or parable, was ad^ 
dressed to the seven churches which were in Asia, 
and this fact has a significance of importance to 
us at this time. John says: 

''John to title sotwi churehet whioh are in Asia: 
Grace be unto yon, and peaoe^ from him whieh is, 
and whieh waa, and which is to come; and from 
the aeven Spirits whicfTare before his throne; and 
from Jems Christ, who is the faithful witness, and 
the first begotten of the dead, and the prince of the 
kings of the earth. Unto him that loTed us, and 
washed us from our sins in his own blood, and hath 
made us kings and priests unto Qod and his Father; 
to him be glory and dominion for erer and erer. 
Amen" (Bev. 1: 4-6). 

This signifies that in the seven churches there 
is a fall repres^itation of the seven Spirits or 
principles of God. This fact is manifltet in the 
seven commands to them, and which are.jsarried 
out to the conclusion of Revelation. The seven 
Spirits of Qrod referred to represent the holy 
Trinity — ^the Father, the Son and the Holy Ghost — 
in heaven, and the water, the blood and Hie Spirit 
on earth, which constitute the elements of the 
church which is the Kingdom on earth, and the one 
that we look for and is made known in the next 
verse of this chapter. Isaiah says, ''Come now, 
and let us reason together" (ch. 1:18); Jesus 
says (in John 5:39), ''Search the scriptures; for 
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in them ye think je have eternal life: and they 

are they whieh testify of me," for Jdin says 

(in Bev. 1:7): 

''Beiiold, lie eometli with doods; md ererj «j» 
sihsll 806 him. <^i»<i they eleo whieh ineraed him: and 
all kindredfl of the earth ahall wail boeauae of him." 

In the aborre quotations' there are three fandsr 
mental facts stated, to whieh yoor attention is 
called ; namely, that of reasoning together, the dili- 
gent search of the Scriptures, and its final con- 
summation or finishing. Reasoning together, first, 
because it is the basic principle of all discoveries. 
Columbus reasoned that the world was round 
before it ever became a known fact, and all of our 
progress has been founded upon this principle, and 
when Isaiah admonished us to reason together, he 
realized that therein was our salvation. Ood is 
mind, and when it was said that all things are 
possible with Gk>d, it was true, for there is nothing 
impossible with the all-wise Mind, and to realize 
this is only to understand the facts as they exist. 

Each day we are confronted with a newspaper 

inquiry directed to some one or other of the heads 

of the nations, asking them as to the reascm for 

the late war. They stumble at it blindly, as a 

child stumbles in the dark, because they have never 

made a diligent search for tiie reason. Gould 

Edison have ever made possible the great power 

there is in electricity if he had not reasoned out 

the principle and then, through diligent search, 
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applied it to the practical? No. Nor can the 
heads of the nations, so recently at war, give the 
public a plausible reason for the great destruction 
that it caused. Our great nation participated in 
the war because it could not avoid doing so. The 
war was forced upon us, and there wks never a 
sadder day in Mr. Wilson's life than the one on 
which he signed the declaration of war. Yet, it 
had to be so, or John's statement in the seventh 
verse of the first chapter of Revelation is a mistake. 
In this verse he says: 

''All kindreds of the earth shall wail because 
of him." 

In the eighth verse he tells us when this will 
be. In that verfee he says: 

' ' I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the 
ending, saith the Lord, which is, and which was, and 
which is to ceme, the Almighty." 

What did the Lord convey to John in the lan- 
guage he uses here, in that He was the beginning 
and the ending? He conveyed the fact that He 
was the beginning and the ending of the law, as 
well as the supreme Ruler and Judge; that is, the 
Christian era or law that has been our governing 
power for two thousand years. 

To fiilly understand the analysis of any sub- 
ject, it is important that we know who is speaking, 
for whom the address is intended, the subject-matter 

spoken of, and the dispensation under which it was 
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spoken. Therefore, it is important that we note that 
John was on the isle of Patmos for the word of God 
and the testimony of Jesus Christ. It was there that 
he was banished from civilization, and he says: 

"I was in the Spirit an the Lord's day, and 
heard behind me a ^eat vaice, as of a trumpet, 

. saying, I am Alpha and Omega, the first and the 
last: and, What thou seest, write in a book, and 
send it unto the seven churches which are in Asia" 

' (Eev. 1: 10, 11). 

John was in the Spirit, and the time was the 
Lord's Day, or the first day of the week. When 
we think of being in the spirit, we think of an 
hallucination or something else besides the right 
thing. To be in the spirit is to concentrate your 
mind or spirit upon the mind or spirit of the one 
with whom you wish to be in accord. So, John 
being in accord with Jesus on the Lord's Day, 
Jesus appeared. Were you ever in harmony with 
some mind, and at some moment, unconscious of 
the occurrence, the thing that was mutual between 
you and the mind you were in harmony with, 
would reveal itself to ypuf That was the position 
John was in with the Lord, and, after describing 
how He looked to him, he says: 

' ' And when I saw him, I fell at hi6 feet as dead. 
And he laid his right hand upon me, saying unto 
me, Fear not; I am the first and the last: I am 
he that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I am 
alive for evermore, Amen; and have the keys of 
hell and of , death. Write the things which thou 
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hast 80^ and the things whieh are^ and, the things 
whieh shaU be hereafter" (Bey. 1: 17-19). 

We learn that the one speaking is Jesas ; that 
He is addressing His servant John throagh His 
spirit on the Lord's Day; that the subject-matter 
of His address is the things seen, the things which 
are at thatt time with reference to Himself and 
John, and the things which shall be hereafter. If 
these things are to be hereafter, it behooves ns to 
know when they will transpire. This we are able 
to do, if we do not look for too much of a delusion, 
as did the Jews when Christ came. In verses 12-16 
of this chapter John shows us the glory of the per- 
sonality of Jesus in His Kingdom, without any 
bearing on our subject, except that of His raiment, 
which is analyzed in Paul's letter to the churches, 
and is sufficient. 

After calling attention to the fact that these 

things shall be hereafter, in the nineteenth verse, 

John closes this chapter with an- explanation of 

the stars and the golden candlesticks. In this 

abstract, it is only my purpose, without a biased 

conception, to give the reader a fair understanding 

of the things John saw. There has been many 

attempts, by scholars and professors, to ferret out 

a solution of Revelation; but there could not be 

a portrayal of the things John saw and revealed 

until the time they transpired, and in this work 

the writer has been diligent in the endeavor to 

remove the prejudice that heretofore prevailed. 
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A prophet is not responsible for the truths he 
tells, nor is an interpretation placed upon a proph- 
ecy susceptible of acceptance by all who read. By 
the simplicity of John's story those who read cor- 
rectly will see that our interpretation of it is 
only a full detail of its contents. We stated that 
we had searched the Scriptures diligently, faith- 
fully, prayerfully and scientifically, so that what 
would be said would be fully in accord with reason. 
Let us repeat the words, '^prayerfully and scien- 
tifically/' for prayer is an earnest desire of the 
heart, and is answered, whether for good or evil, if 
we put forth the necessary energy to bring about 
the fulfillment of the desire; while if we pray for 
a thing, and then sit down and wait for it to come 
to us, or work in the opposite direction from our 
desire, we can not expect the results to be in har- 
mony. We must work and pray at the same time, 
in the same direction, if our prayer is to be an- 
swered. When we said ** scientifically,"- it was 
meiant from all that science means. If we would 
study the Scriptures from a scientific point of 
view, we could more readily perceive the beauty 
and harmony that are in them. The Bible is the 
most scientific book that has ever been written, 
and if it were consulted by our scientists in their 
search for knowledge on any subject, they would 
find much to interest them. To prove this state- 
ment beyond a reasonable doubt, let us refer to 

one or two points; namely, the scientific relations 
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of one flesh to another as revealed hy Paul to the 
church at Corinth, when he says: *'A11 flesh is not 
the same flesh: but there is one kind of flesh of 
mien, another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and 
another of birds" (1 Cor. 15:39). 

That is to say, everything belongs in its own 
kingdom. No matter of what tribe or color, a man 
belongs to that particular flesh, and subsists upon 
the elements of food that make up his being. If 
you were to feed a man upon something that did 
not contain these elements, he would die, and would 
cease to exist. Likewise, the beasts belong to their 
particular kind; their flesh is composed of a differ- 
ent substance than that of man, and therefore will 
not mix with that of man. The fish belong to a 
different kingdom from that of the fowl, and no 
species of fowls, fish, men or animals can be 
crossed or propagated into another species without 
producing a hybrid, which wiU not reproduce. 
Darwin has proved this fact, to the satisfaction of 
every thinking man, in his search for the missing 
link between man and monkey. 

What applies to the animal kingdom also ap- 
plies to the vegetable kingdom. The other point, 
to prove this fact, is John's reasoning on the Trin- 
ity, when he says: *'Por there are three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three are one. And there 
are three that bear witness in earth, the spirit, 

and the water, and the blood: and these three 
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a^ree in one" (1 John 5:7, 8). When we take 
the above reasoning of John and apply it to the 
workings of nature, we find this fact, that oxy- 
gen, nitrogen and hydrogen are the only ele- 
ments that are necessary to the composition of life 
in all its forms. The life produced is according 
to the compiling of the substance. One part of 
oxygen, two parts of hydrogen and three parts 
of nitrogen produce a certain result; while one 
part of nitrogen, three parts of hydrogen and 
two parts of oxygen produce an altogether dif- 
ferent result. Thus, we see how each species of 
animal and vegetable life propagates, or is pro- 
duced, according to John's reasoning, when applied 
to the water, the spirit and the blood, which agree 
in one; or which is required to produce the result, 
and is represented in the mineral, vegetable and 
animal kingdoms, from whence comes everything 
that is — ^first, the mineral or earth, then the vege- 
table, and last the animal life in any form. AU 
things that are upon the earth come from the 
earth, are of the earth, and can not be destroyed. 
We mean all living elements, whether animal or 
vegetable. We can change the form, but we can 
not destroy it in any sense, as it is bound to remain 
as part of the earth, and will return to the earth. 
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CHAPTER II. 

CHRISrS LETTERS TO THE CHURCHES 

(Revelation 2.) 

IN the next two chapters of Revelation we note 
that John quotes the language of the Saviour, 
verbatim, without a discussion on his part to prove 
the truth of any statement; and that the Saviour 
makes His address to the churches. I shall take 
up each chapter of the book of Revelation, and 
reason on it that we may not come short of the 
promise of God in not complying with the rule. 

''For I tostify unto every maa that heareth the 
words of the prophecy of this book, If any man 
shall add nnto . . . God shaU add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this book: and if any 
man shall take away from the words of the book of 
this prophecy, God shall take away his part out of 
the book of life, and out of the holy city, and from, 
the things which are written in this book" (Bev. 
22:18, 19). 

Reasoning from this quotation may have been 
why our learned men have never attempted to give 
us more light on the Book of Revelation ; yet many 
inspiring songs have been written from the in- 
spiration received through the promises it con- 
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^tains. It is important that we note the language 
of John in that he says: *'I testify unto every man 
that heareth the words of the prophecy of this 
book." . 

This is the only book in the Bible that is testi- 
fied to, and also the only book of prophecy in the 
New Testament. A great many of the books of 
Moses were prophecies, yet not sworn to by the 
one prophesying, and when we read them we see 
where they were fulfilled in the birth of Christ; 
yet this one in the New Testament, sworn to by 
John, and the only one that bears directly on 
our future government and general welfare, has 
been left untouched by our scholars up to the pres- 
ent time, as there was no likeness to it known, 
and to deal with it would have been guesswork., 
Revelation is written in serial numbers, and more 
often referred to in sevens, tens and twelves; ex- 
plained by Jesus, and also by John, as being the 
seven churches which are in Asia, the twelve -tribes 
of Israel, and so on. Jesus, in the last verse of 
the first chapter, says unto John: 

''The mystery of the seven stars which thou 
sawest in my right hand, and the seven golden can- 
dlesticks. The seven stars are the angels of the 
seven churches: and the seven candlesticks which 
thou sawest, are the seven churches" (Bev. 1: 20). 

Then, in the first verse of the second chapter. 

He tells John what to write, and to whom to write, 

taking up the churches in their regular order as 
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they were established ; giving each \^urch its par- 
ticular orders, or instructionSy or chastisement. 
First He says: 

''Unto the angel of tlie church of EphesoA write; 
These things saith he that holdeth the seyen tftari 
in his right hand, who walketh in the midst of the 
seven golden candlesticks; I know thj works^ And 
thy labour, and thy pataence, and how thoa canst 
not bear them which are evil: and thoa haet tried 
them which say they are apostles^ and are not, and 
hast found them liars: and hast borne, -and haBt> 
patience^ and for my name's sake hast laboured, 
and hast not fainted. Nevertheless I have some- 
what against thee, because thou hast left thy first 
love. Bem«nber therefore from whence thou art 
fallen, and repent, and do the itrnt works; or else 
I will come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy 
candlestick out of his place, ecnsept thou repent" 
(Bev. 2:1-6).^ 

There are two points of particolar interest iii 
this message that we wish to call attention to, as 
it may have some bearing upon the churches and 
their condition in this the last days. 

First, this church had left its first love, or had 
lost interest and was not doing the commands of 
the Saviour, or had failed in assembling on the 
first day of the week. In fact, it had done as the 
churches are doing to-day in nearly every organiza- 
tion of orthodox religion. We often see churches,, 
all over the country, boarded up, where, to our 
knowledge, lai^ congregations used to worship. 

This is as the Saviour foretold it would be in the 
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last days. Jesus realized that our faith would 
relax in the real religion of His teachings, and 
that men would commercialize the church to a 
large degree, as, knowing this, He cautioned His 
disciples not to grow weary in well-doing. The 
church at Ephesus, however, had not necessarily 
become corrupt from a commercial point of view, 
but had left its first love, or the love for Jesus 
Christ and His teaching, and had failed in its 
assembling on the first day of the week. So Jesus 
gives it a special reminder through His servant 
John, that it must remember from whence it had 
fallen, and repent, and do its first works. 

The next point we desire to call the reader's 
attention to is that these people were fallen from 
something that it was essential to climb back to, 
or they would be lost. The churches throughout 
the length and breadth of our country to-day are 
in this same predicament; and many members be- 
lieve that because they were once bom into the 
church of Jesus Christ, they can not fall, and are 
always children of God. We might agree with 
such men in that we can not change the birthright 
of any member; that is to say, when one has 
reajly been bom into the church, we can not ** un- 
born" him any more than we can a child of flesh; 
we can disinherit the latter from the estate or 
will, and the same applies to the will of God, 

We are promised the pleasure of living with 

Christ in His Kingdom which is at hand, if we 
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are faithful to His will; yet if we do not live in 
accord with His teaching, we will be disinherited 
the same as the disobedient earthly child. Our 
birthright will not be changed, or, in other words, 
we will not be unborn, but will be disinherited. 
Therefore, it would be well if every denomination 
of Christians would think upon this and every 
individual Christian would examine himself; make 
the comparison tp these churches, and see if he 
will be able to stand when the Lord comes, which 
He is going to do whether we are ready for Him 
or not. While these people at Ephesus had fallen 
from their first love, they yet had the spirit of 
Christ in them, for they hated the deeds of the 
Nicolaitanes, which Jesus also hated; and then He 
promised that to him who overcometh, He will 
give to eat of the tree of life which is in the midst 
of the paradise of God. There is no man on the 
face of the earth, r^ardless of whether he is skep- 
tical or not, who does not believe he is going to 
receive a reward for the good things he has done 
in this life. In our minds or hearts we all realize 
that the good prevails, and we are dominated by 
that spirit to the end; yet we may be in the same 
condition as these churches, if we do not follow 
the specifications of the law. 

"And unto the angel of the church in Smyrna 
write; These things saith the first and the last, 
which was dead, and is alive; I know thy works, 
and tribulation, and poverty, (but thou art rich) 
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and / hnoio the blasphemy of them which say they 
are Jews, and are not, but are the synagogue of 
Satan. Fear none of those things which thou shalt 
suffer: behold, the devil shall cast some of you into 
prison, that ye may be tried; and ye shall have 
tribulation ten days; be thou faithful unto death, 
and I will give thee a crown of life" (Eev. 2: 8-10). 

We note that this little church at Smyrna was 
one of two out of the seven that was doing its 
duty, and Jesus was sympathetic with it, because 
it was a congregation of poor people who were 
really doing their best. Yet they were rich. Of 
all the choosing of Jesus, He chose the poor as His 
companions and servants. He was the poor man's 
friend, and invariably consoled those who were in 
need. He appointed them to be His disciples and 
teachers. For this reason we look to-day to that 
class which ^stands for honor and uprightness, 
though poor in this world's goods. We find their 
minds are set upon their future from an honorable 
standpoint when it comes to obtaining a promotion, 
otherwise they do not accept it. There are excep- 
tions to all rules, however, and we do not infer 
that you can not find those in this class who are 
not on the opposite side; yet we find in this class 
the greatest degree of integrity, as they are relying 
upon that alone for their salvation, not having been 
schooled in the arts of high-handed finance that 
lead men out of the paths of righteousness into 

that of ''profit at any price." While ;ttiese people 
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of the church of Smyrna were poor in this world's 
goodfi, they were rich in their inheritance of the 
promises of Qod. Their persecutions for lie cause 
of Christ were unnumbered, and they went to 
prison at the hands of the Jews; yet they were 
faithful, and by their righteous living set an ex- 
ample for others to follow, showing clearly to us 
that, though we are poor in worldly goods, we can 
still live the life of righteousness, and abide in 
the riches df our inheritance, which was to this 
church the promise that it should not be hurt of 
the second death. 

''And to the angel ef the church in Pergamos 
write; These things saith he which hath the sharp 
sward with "two edges; I know thy works, and where 
thou dwellest, even where Satan's seat t«: and thou 
holdest fast my name, and h&At not denied my faith, 
even in those days wherein Antipas was my faithful 
martyr, who was slain among you, where Satan 
dwelleth. ^ut I have a few things against thee, 
because thou hast there them that hold the doctrine 
of Balaam^ who taught Balac to cast a stumbling- 
block before the children of Israel, to eat things 
sacrificed unto idols, and to commit fornication. 
So hast thou also them that hold the doctrine of the 
Nicolaitanes, which thing I hate" (Rev. 2: 12-16). 

This church at Pergamos was like the church 
at Ephesus in its likeness to the churches of to- 
day, for it held fast the name, and had not denied 
the faith even in the days when Antipas was a 
martyr. Yat, Jesus had a few things against it, 
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because it had been teaching false doctrines. The 
same condition we find, more or less, in all the 
churches of to-day, ignorantly perhaps, and some 
purposely, or for commercial gain. In fact, we 
have built up too much of a commercial business 
in our churches, and made of them too much 6 
political machine, for them to endure. This is the 
reason why we see them boarded up in many 
places, as previously referred to. The people have 
become disgusted with the false teachings of many 
creeds that were est|Lblishad for political purposes, 
or for commercial gain, and therefor^ they have 
had to fight against them With the sw<N*d of His 
mouth, as stated in the first verse, and have failed ; 
while those who have taught false doctrines, be^ 
cause of their ignorance or prejudice, likewise have 
come to naught. There is no excuse for men teach- 
ing false doctrines in this age of enlightenment. 
If we kill a man accidentally, he is just as dead 
as if we kill him purposely, and if you go to hell 
for ignorance or prejudice, you will go there for 
the same length of time as if you went purposely. 
Bemembering we are in the last days, let us exam- 
ine ourselves, and see if the comparisons with the 
churches measure up with our own belief or prac- 
tice. Remember, the way to know the truth is to 
hear testimony of all the witnesses, and then put 
it together from ^very angle, and not from what 
any one of them may say. The truth is that which 

makes us free, and the truth never hurtid, if our 
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actions are in accord with the truth. Let us under- 
stand and harmonize our actions with the truth, 
which is the word of God. 

''He that hath an ear, let him hear what the 
Spirit saith unto the churches; To him that over- 
cometh will I give to eat of the hidden manna, and 
will give him a white stone, and in the stone a new 
name written, which no man knoweth saving he 
that receiveth «" (Eev. 2: 17). 

We all expect in our hearts to participate in 
this gift or new name, and will, if we are one of 
the fit who survive and endure iinto the end, for 
we are going to have a new name, and that name 
is going to be the name of the new Kingdom which 
will be established at the time when all nations 
come to their senses, and realize that **war is 
hell.'* It is only the burning up the earth's prod- 
ucts and wealth. Then will be established the 
Kingdom of Jesus Christ, when all nations will be 
as one. nation, when man really becomes civilized, 
and we shall have war no more. 

Man is as yet uncivilized, and all we have to 
do is to bring him into civilization. Learned men 
have argued that before man could come to his 
ideal, we would have to change his nature, for he 
is selfish, and will continue to wage war as long 
as there are men on earth with whom to wage 
war, and as long as there is a selfish end to at- 
tain. We will learn that the motive for selfish 

gains will be wiped out, and that man will really 
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come to a state of civilization, but his nature will 
not be changed. 

All things have a reason or cause for their 
effect, and when we remove that cause or reason 
we change the effect. This is illustrated in the 
life of a wolf. In his wild haunts he is. the enemy 
of man, and seeks to destroy man's property for 
his own sustenance ; but if we . take the little cub 
wolf, before he has his eyes open, and bring him 
into our care, and provide him with the necessities 
of life, raising him in civilization the same as we 
do a dog, he becomes the friend of man, and one 
of the most obedient of animals, often giving his 
life for his master. We haven't changed his na- 
ture at all, for he is still a wolf, but we have 
changed his environment by giving him his suste- 
nance without his having to rob us for it. We 
have taught him to be a civilized creature. This 
is all we have to do to bring wars to an end. That 
is, teach man the law of right one to another. 

"And unto the ang^l of the chureh in Thjatira 
write; These things saith the Son of Grod, who hath 
his eyes like unto a flame of fire, and his feet are 
like fine brass; Fknow thy works, and charily, and 
service, and faith, and thy patience, and thy works; 
and the last to .he more than the first. Notwith- 
standing I have a few things against thee, because 
thou sufferest that woman Jezebel, which calleth 
herself a prophetess, to teach and to seduce my ser- 
vants to comniit fornication, and to eat things sac- 
rificed unto idols. And I gave her space to repent 
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of her fomieation; and she repented not. Behold, 
I will cast her into a bed, and them that commit 
adultery with her into great tribulation, except they 
repent of their deeds^ And I will kill her children 
with death; and all the churches shall know that I 
am he which seareheth the reins and hearts; and 
I win -give unto every one of you according to your 
works. But unto you I say, and unto the rest in 
Thyatira, as many as have not this doctrine, and 
which have not known the depths of Satan, as they 
speak: I will put upon you none other burden. But 
thftt which ye have alrexidy hold fast until I come. 
And he that overcometh, and keepeth my works 
unto the end, to him will I give power over the 
nations: and he shall rule them with a rod of iron; 
as the vessels of a potter shall they be broken to 
shivers: even as I received of my Father. And I 
will give him the morning star'' (Bev. 2: 18-28). 

It is important that we note m this admonition 
to the church in Thyatira that Jesus gives the 
members credit for the good they have done, and 
then chastises them for their evil deeds. Remem- 
bering the four elements required to fully under- 
stand the teachings of the Bible — ^namely, who is 
speaking, to whom He is speaking, the subject- 
matter contained, and the dispensation under which 
the message is delivered — ^we learn, first, that Jesus 
is ' speaking. Second, that He is sx>eaking to the 
church in Thyatira, a city in Asia Minor, the same 
as all the other churches; He addresses through 
His servant John as revealed in Revelation. Third, 

the subject-matter of His address was (a) the bad 
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woman (which, being interpreted, means one of 
loose character) ; (b) those that committed adultery 
with her; (c) the punishment imposed upon them, 
and (d) the promise of reward to each according 
to his good work. Fourth, the dispensation was 
the same as that of the other churches enumerated. 
Haying attained these facts, it might be profita- 
ble to note the doctrine of this woman. She was 
a teacher of idolatry, and claimed to be a proph- 
etess. It seems that the churches throughout Asia 
were burdened with such things, however, as Paul 
found the same kind of teachers at Corinth, and 
other places where he taught; so did James, John 
and Luke ; yet Jesus makes a special charge against 
her for a specific purpose. He says: 

"And all the churches shall know that I am he 
which searcheth the reins and heart: and I will 
give unto every one of jou according to jour works" 
(Bev. 2:23). 

Whatever the reason might be for Jesus making 
a special decree against her, he had this charge 
against the church at Thyatira, because they had 
allowed this doctrine to be taught to His disciples 
at this place. 

"But unto JOU r saj, and unto the rest in 
Thjatira, as manj as have not this doctrine, and 
which have not known the depths of Satan, as thej 
speak: I will put upon jou none other burden" 
(Bev. 2:24). 
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Then he admonishes them to hold fast to that 
which they already have, which is the gospel of 
Jesus Christ. 

"And he that oyercometh, and keepeth mj warks 
unto the end, to him will I give power over the 
nations; and he shall rule them with u rod of iron; 
as the vessels of a potter shall they be broken to 
shivers: even as I received of my Father'' (Bev. 
2:26,27). 

Who is to have power over the nations of the 
earth t Jesus says that it is he who keepeth His 
work unto the end. *'He shall rule them with a 
rod of iron; as the vessels of a potter shall they 
be broken to shivers." Can we see the fulfillment 
of this prophecy when we look over the present 
condition of the nations that were at wart Yes. 
We know they have been broken up, and that the 
one who shall rule them is the one that keeps His 
works. That one will receive the ''morning star," 
or will be the governing force of all nations under 
the guidance of the King of kings and Lord of 
lords. 

''He that hath an ear, let him hear what the 
Spirit saith unto the churches ' ' (Bev. 2 : 29). 
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CHAPTER III 

CHRISrS LETTERS TO THE CHURCHES 

(Continued) 

(Eeyelation 3.) 

WE have learned from the examination of 
Jesus' message^o the four churches, as re- 
corded in the second chapter of Revelation, that 
there was a peculiar ailment prevailing with refer- 
ence to each one of them, due to their particular 
environments, as we will also see of the other 
three churches in this chapter. What is said of 
the seven churches in Asia can be said of all 
the world to-day: that the environments have much 
to do with their faith, and their faith has all to 
do with their action. Men are governed by two 
forces; namely, heredity and environment. The 
environment will overcome heredity, however. If 
for good, good prevails; if for bad, bad prevails. 
A man may inherit from his mother a great spir- 
itual power, but if his environment is such as 
to develop the opposite, he will bend in that 
direction, and his faith, which controls his actions, 
will be wielded according to the development, and 
vice versa. So the churches of to-day, that have 
the wrong influence over them through their envi- 
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ronment, are subject to a simUar chastisement, and 
Jesus made a specialty of noting these seven 
churches for a specific purpose, and that purpose 
was that all the churches shall know that ^'I am 
he which searcheth the reins and the hearts, saith 
the Lord." 

"And unto the angel of the church in Sardis 
write; These things saith he that hath the seven 
Spirits of God, and the seven stars ; I know thy 
works, that thou hast a name that thou livest, and 
art dead. Be watchful, and strengthen the things 
which remain, that are ready to die: for I have not 
found thy works perfect before God. Remember 
therefore how thou hast received and heard; and 
hold fast, and repent. If therefore thou shalt not 
watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt 
not know what hour I will come upon thee. Thou 
hast a few names even in Sardis which have not 
defiled their garments; and they shall walk with 
me in white: for they are worthy. He that over- 
cometh, the same shall be clothed in white raiment; 
and I will not blot out his name out of the book of 
life, but I will confess his name before my Father, 
and before his angels'' (Bev. 3: 1-5). 

Conforming to the same law of reason we have 

heretofore conformed to, we learn that this church 

had a name and lived, yet it was dead; dead in 

a sense that its members were not up and doing 

the Master's will. He cautions them to wake up, 

and be doing, and strengthen the things which 

remain that are ready to die. He says "He has 

not found their works perfect before God, and 
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cautiops them to remember how they had re<5eived 
and hearcf, assuring them that unless they held 
fast, repented and watched, He would come on 
them as a thief, and they would not know at what 
hour. 

Quoting from this text, we have heard preach- 
ers and teachers tell thei^ hearers that no man 
could know the day or the hour when the Lord 
would come; and this is a prevailing idea held to 
by most people we meet. However, it is a delu- 
sion, for we are not taught to believe such things 
when we read the word of God aright. Jesus' 
language was to the effect that if the churches did 
not wake up and learn their duty, ihey would be 
left out, as he says unto these people at Sardis: 

''If therefore thou shalt not watch, I will come 
on thee as a thief" (Ber. 3: 3). 

As we reason that two and two make four, we 

would likewise reason that the one who does 

watch, and leamd of the Lord's word, is able to 

know. This is further carried out by Paul to 

the Thessalonians, where he says: **But of the 

times and the seasons, brethren, ye have no need 

that I write unto you. For yourselves know 

perfectly that the day of the Lord so cometh as 

a thief in the night. For when they shall say, 

Peace and safety; then sudden destruction cometh 

upon them, as travail upon a woman with child; 

and they shall not escape. But ye, brethren, 
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are not in darkness, that that day should over- 
take you as a thief. Ye are all the children of 
the day: we are not of the night, nor of darkness. 
Therefore let us not sleep, as do others; but let 
us watch and be sober '* (1 Thess. 5:1-6). 

We see, from the above reasoning of all the 
witnesses on this subject, that we have been der 
ceived if we believed we could not know the time 
of the Lord. We can not know when He cometh 
if we are not alert to our duty; but if we are 
awake, as both Jesus and Paul saw we should be, 
we are able to know when the end shall come, and 
it is our duty to know if we expect to participate 
in the joys of His Kingdom. 

Jesus further conveys this thought by saying 
to the church in Sardis, that even in Sardis there 
were a few who had not defiled their garments 
and would walk with Him in white; for they were 
worthy; and He also says: 

''He that overcometh, the same shall be clothed 
in white raiment; and I will not blot out his name 
out of the book of life, but I will confess his name 
before my Father, and before his angels. He that 
hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith unto 
the churches. And to the angel of the church in 
Philadelphia write: These things saith he that is 
holy, he that is true, he that hath the key of David, 
he that openeth, and no man shutteth; and shutteth, 
and no man openeth; I know thy works: behold, I 
(have set before thee an open door, and no man can 
shut it: for thou hast a little strength, and hast 
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kept my word, and hast not denied my name. Be- 
hold; I will make' them of the synago^e of Satan, 
which say they are Jews, and are not, but do lie; 
behold, I will make them to come and worship before 
thy feet, and to know that I have loved thee. Be- 
cause thou hast kept the word of my patience, I 
also will keep thee from the hour of temptation, 
which shall come upon all the world, to try them that 
dwell upon the earth. Behold, I come quickly: 
hold that fast which thou hast, that no man take 
thy crown. Him that overcometh will I make a 
pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no 
more out: and I will write upon him the name of 
my God, and the name of the city of my God, which 
is new Jerusalem, which cometh down out of heaven 
from my God: and I wUl write upon hvm my new 
name" (Bev. 3: 5-12). ' 

Of all the seven churches that Jesus addressed 
through His servant John, we find this one at 
Philadelphia to be the only one which He praised 
in anywise, while we will remember that He ex- 
pressed a degree of sympathy for the little church 
at Smyrna, because it was a congregation of poor 
people; yet He did not give them any degree of 
praise for having done His wiU. In fact. He 
realized that the members of the church at Smyrna 
had only complied with their sense of duty by 
reason of their environment; He knew that this 
church at Philadelphia was surrounded differently, 
its duties were different, and, with the evil influence 
of the synagogue of Satan, it had kept His word, and 

had not denied His name. Becauise of their having 
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kept His word, regardless of their surroundings and 
influences, He asked John to tell them that He had 
set before them an open door, and no man could 
shut it. Then He said He would make them of 
the synagogue of Satan to come and worship at 
their feet, and to know He loved them. Could 
you imagine a more severe punishment for those 
rich Jews who had flaunted in the face of this 
faithful congregation all kinds of criticism and 
burlesque without result, save to their own shame f 
No, nor could Jesus. He knew what would be 
the hardest task for them to perform. He did not 
stop at punishing the rich Jews, however, but 
He also promised these people, who had kept His 
word, that He would keep them from the hour 
of temptation which would come upon the world 
to try them that dwell upon the earth. If they 
held fast that which they already had, no man 
could take their crown. He further said : 

''Him that overeometh will I make a pillar in 
the temple of my God, and he shall go no more out ; 
and Z will write upon him the name of my God, and 
the name of the city of my God, which is new Jeru- 
salem, which Cometh down out of heaven from my 
God: and 1 wiXl write upon him my new name. He 
that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith 
unto the churches. And unto the angel of the church 
of the Laodiceans write: These things saith the 
Amen, the faithful and true witness, the beginning 
of the creation of God: I know thy works, that thou 
art neither cold nor hot: I would thou wert cold 
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or hot. So then because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold nor hot, I will spew thee out of my 
mouth. Because thou sayest, I am rich, and in- 
croased with goods, and have need of nothing; and 
knowest not that thou art wretched, and miserable, 
and poor, and blind, and naked: I counsel thee to 
buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest be 
rich ; and white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, 
and that the shame of thy nakedness do not appear; 
and anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, that thou mayest 
see. As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten : be 
xealous therefore, and repent. Behold, I stand at 
the door, and knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in to him, and wiU 
sup with him, and he with me. To him that over- 
eometh will I grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even as I. also overcame, and am set down with my 
Father in his throne'' (Bev. 8: 12-21). 

The church at Laodicea was the opposite of the 
church at Smyrna in Hiat it was composed of very 
rich people, while the church at Smyrna was com- 
posed of people poor in worldly ^oods. The two 
forces of all things are the positive and negative. 
There can not be a positive without a negative^ 
We call it good and bad, sweet and bitter, black 
and white, God and the devil; but in all things 
it is the positive and negative. The positive is 
the good, and, if it prevails, we are good; while 
if we allow the negative to prevail, as this church 
at Laodicea did, we are subject to the punishment 
that shall be imposed according to the crime com- 
mitted. We notice that this church was neither 
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cold nor hot, because its members were rich and 
had much increase of this world's goods, the same 
as many of the churches to-day; and, because of 
this condition prevailing, Jesus tells them He will 
spew them out of His mouth. Because they were 
rich, they thought they were in need of nothing 
eke: yet Jesus says they are wretched, miserable, 
blind and poor. He cautions them to buy of 
Him gold tried of fire, and white raiment that 
they might be clothed, that the shame of their 
nakedness may not appear, and to anoint their 
eyes with eyesalve that they might see. Therein 
lies a great lesson, and one we might elaborate on 
for pages and pages; but to sum it up in short 
form, we will call your attention to only the essen- 
tial features of it. 

These people were resting in ease so far as 
worldly goods were concerned, and had closed their 
eyes to the church of Jesus Christ, without any 
thought of their future welfare. They were uncon- 
cerned about their future, believing, as many 
to-day, that their life was going to stop at the 
grave, and for them to enjoy all they could of 
this life would be their gain. We meet men in 
all walks of life who hold to this doctrine, arguing 
that they want what they can get now, and will 
let the future or hereafter take care of itself. Such 
men are as these people of Laodicea: blind, poor 
and miserable; for if you gain all the riches of 

this world and lose your soul, you have lost all 
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there is for you. The riches we gain now by 
profiteering will soon be lost, for we are about to 
have a new standard to govern our lives, and all 
who go contrary to the teachings of our Saviour, 
and accumulate riches because they have the power 
to do so, will be brought to the same level as their 
neighbors. 

When we see a thing, we can not unsee it, and 
when we know a thing, we can not unknow it. This 
is logic we all understand, and before we finish 
the testimony of John, we, who open our eyes and 
read, will be able to see and know that we are in 
the last days. Our people all over the earth have 
waxed rich in worldly goods, and we have made 
our motto when we start out in life: 

''Get the money any way you can, money makes the man; 
The more money you get, the greater man you are.'' 

Fake doctrines and false conceptions of what 
constitutes a man will pass away, and we will 
come to a realization of the true, the right and 
the good in the final reckoning of things, which is 
going to follow this calamity with which we are 
now confronted. All things have a reason, and a 
thing done without a justifiable reason is a cer- 
tain failure. There was a reason for the World 
War, and the war was not in vain, for we are 
realizing anew that *'war is hell,'' and now we 
will beat our swords into plowshares and our spears 

into pruning-hooks. We will be one in Christ 
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Jesus, and all nations will agree, the same as all 
States in our nation agree to-day. ''As many as 
i love, I rebuke and chasten: be zealous therefore, 
and repent/' is the admonition of the great Com- 
moner, Jesus. Have we examined ourselves to see 
if we are conforming to the word of the Lord and 
remembering His name as we should, or are we 
likened unto these churches who were negligent 
and disobedient f 

''Behold, I fltand at the door, and knock: if 
anj man hear my voice, and open the door, I will 
come in to him, and will sup with him, and he with 
me. To him that overcometh will I grant to sit 
with me in my throne, even as I also overcame, and 
am set down with my Father in his throne" (Bev. 
3:20, 21). 

It is beautiful and sweet to know that we have 
such grand opportunities offered us, and that we 
have accepted them, yet it will be sad indeed if we 
fail on our part to reach the goal when it is ao 
near at hand. Can we believe what -we see, and 
know what we know! This will be the question 
in our minds w&en it is too late. Do not be 
deceived, for here is Christ's word for it, and 
here is the measure of a Christian. Believe His 
word, keep His word, and be faithful unto the 
end; not denying His name, but confessing it be- 
fore all men. Sum up His message to the seven 
churches and see what class you are in. For what 

John will tell us in the remainder of this book, 
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and what we know has come to pass just as John 
saw it, will be sufficient to remove any doubt we 
might have in our minds, and cause us, who have 
our eyes open, to see that our profiteering is only 
a temporary matter; and that we are going to 
be governed altogether by a different standard in 
life, even in the sight of men, after peace is de- 
clared again on earth. 

We regret to say that there are so many of 
our churches and so many of our people who are 
on the negative side of life, and have left off the 
things to which they should have held fast. We 
need not sum them up in this volume, as they are 
so numerous we can not help but observe them, 
both in the individuals we have to deal with, and 
the churches we attend for ^ our salvation. It is 
manifest, in all our intercourse with life as it 
now is, that we have come to the end of this age, 
and the time is here when we can not endure any 
longer under the present law of life. Our stand- 
ard must be changed, and changed for the good, 
as the good prevails. Men only evolve from the 
good to the better. The government in the Chris- 
tian era, that we have lived under for the past 
two thousand year^, has been far superior to that 
of the Mosaic law, yet has run its course and ful- 
filled its age, the same as the Mosaic law, and now 
we have come to the time of reckoning whereby 
we will evolve from this age or law, which was 

good, into a better one, and that one will endure 
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and bring us tinto eivilization where we will know 
war no more, and where we will be at peace with 
all nations, as we will have the incentive for greed 
removed, and the standard of justice established 
in its stead. 

Therefore, sum up the price yon are paying for 
the things which perish with their using, and be 
reconciled to justice, remembering the law of 
the Lord is right, and what He has ordained is His 
way of reconciling the powers that be. His way 
will prevail, and it is our duty to conform thereto. 

''He that hath an ear, let him hear what the 
Spirit saith unto the churches" (Bev. 3:22). 

This was the admonition of the Lord to each 
church He addressed in this series, and this applies 
to all who want to enjoy the fullness of His King- 
dom when it comes. Let us be faithful unto the 
end, for we, who read and understand, and are in 
the light, are able to know that the Lord's prayer 
will be fulfilled. 
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CHAPTER IV, 

THE FOUR BEASTS 

(Bevelatian 4.) 

''After this I looked, and, behold, a door looi 
' opened in heaven: and the firft voice which I heard 
f&of ai it were of a trumpet talking with me; which 
said, Come ap hither, and I will shew thee things 
which must be hereafter. And immediately I was 
in the spirit : and, behold, a throne was set in heaven, 
and one sat on the throne. And he that sat was to 
look upon like a jasper and a sardine stone: and 
there wot a rainbow round about the throne, in sight 
like unto an emerald'' (Bev. 4: 1-8). 

WE will assume that there is no one who be- 
lieves in the authenticity of the Bible that 
doubts what John says he saw; but how to inter- 
pret it, and to know what is meant by what he 
tells, and when it is to be fulfilled, is the question 
in our minds. I will ask that you follow out the 
same law of reasoning that you would in reading 
your morning paper, and the proper division of the 
subject as heretofore laid down, which is correct. 
That is, who is talking, to whom He is talking, 
what He is talking about, and under what dispen- 
sation. If we carefully follow out this rule, we 

will have no trouble to understand, as this book 
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is given t;o us for the strengthening of our faith 
in the word of Ood. If there is a skeptic in the 
universe to-daj who doubts the authorily of the 
word of the New Testament, who will read this 
prophecy of John, th^i look around the world and 
see what is taking place, he will awake and ex- 
claim: ''0 God, forgive me; I know not what 
I do!" 

We note that John says in the beginning of 
his vision: ''After this I looked, and, behold, a 
door was opened in heaven: and the first voice 
which I heard was as it were of a trumpet talking 
with me; which said, G<Hne up hither, and I will 
shew thee things which must be hereafter." There 
are three points in this first verse we wish to note, 
as this is the starting-point of a long discussion. 
Unless we start right, we may i^ever get right in 
our understanding of it. First, John is talking 
of the things he saw after he had received the 
message from Jesus to the churches. Second, he 
saw a door opened in heaven, and this voice came 
from within. Third, the things he saw were to be 
hereafter. If they were to be hereafter, surely 
they were not then nor have they been until now. 
Then John says: ''Immediately I was in the spirit: 
and, behold, a throne was set in heaven, and one 
sat on the throne." Is there any one who doubts 
that these things were to be hereafter? No, for 
John says they were to be hereaft^. If that is 
true, when is it to bet 
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We will see if we can locate the time and place 
as we proceed, for John- tells us very plainly, and 
Paul tells us in the twenty-fourth verse of the 
fifteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians: ''Then cometh 
the end, when he shall have delivered up the king- 
dom to God, even the Father; when he shall have 
put down all rule and all authority and power." 
In- the twenty-third verse of the same chapter he 
says it is '*at his coming/' Then, if it was in the 
future at His coming, all we have to do is to locate 
the coming, which we are able to do by a careful 
study of Revelation. 

From John's description of the One on the 

throne in the third verse, we know that this One 

was Qod. Therefore, we learn that the throne John 

saw was the Kingdom of God, that He was on 

the throne, and the time was when He is to put 

down all rule and all authority and power. Has 

this not come to pass in the recent conflict t We 

read : 

'^And round about the throne ivere four and 
twenty seats: and upon the seats I saw four and 
twenty elders sitting, clothed in white raiment; and 
they had on their heads crovms of gold" (Bev. 4:4). 

This is a representation of all the nations that 

participated in the World War, or were forced to 

enter, for some reason, before it came to a close. 

It was the kingdom and provinces that had to be 

subdued before Jesus can establish His Kingdom, 

wherein comes the final peace on earth that we seek. 
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''And out of the throne proceeded lightnings 
and thunderingfl and voices: and there were seven 
lamps of fire burning before the throne, which are 
the seven Spirits of God. And before the throne 
there ioaa a sea of . glass like unto crystal: and in 
the midst of the throne, and round about the throne, 
were four beasts full of eyes before and behind'*^ 
(Bev. 4:5, 6). 

Bear in mind that here begin the prophecies of 
John proper, and his admonition to l^e churches 
heretofore enumerated was a preparation for the 
final coalition of the nations of the world into one 
kingdom. When I said this was a representation 
of the nations which participated in the recent 
war, I made the calculation as John has laid it 
down (and am convinced he knew). Count them 
as he goes on with his calculation, measure up the 
contents. He says here he saw around the throne 
four and twenty seats, and on the seats there were 
four and twenty elders, and then in the next verse 
he says he saw in the midst of the throne, and 
around about the throne, four creatures full of eyes 
before and behind, thus making in all twenty-eight 
nations to enter. As to the sea of glass he saw, it 
was the deception of man in his endeavor to bring 
on the war, and the mental anguish of all the world 
over the trouble which followed the war was the 
lightning storms. Then, all we have to do to rec- 
oncile our minds to the satisfaction of reason, 
whereby this part of his prophecy was fulfilled, is 

to reflect cm the beginning of this conflict. Also 
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remember the many speeches that were made by 
each nation, besides the murmuring of the' peo- 
ple, then observe the great sea of glass, or the de- 
ception of the world as it lay before the throne. 

See the four creatures that were full of eyes 
before and behind: Germany looking every way 
for trouble; Bussia scanning the universe for a 
vision of the goal; France viewing the maps from 
every angle; and last, though not least, our be- 
loved country burning the midnight oil on every 
shore, with the expectation of seeing something at 
any time. Germany had her spies out sR over 
the world. Bussia, France and the United States 
were likewise alert to their duty of knowing, if 
possible, what might happen. We could elaborate 
on this for hours and hours, and each argument 
would be to the point; but enough is said to con- 
vince the most skeptical. Bemember. when we see; 
a thing we can not unsee it, and when John saw 
these things presented to him, he revealed them 
to us in a way that we can not help but know 
them when they appear. 

''And the first creature was like a lion, and the 
-second creature like a calf, and the third creature 
had a face as a man, and the fourth creature was 
like a flying eagle" (Bev. 4: 7). 

Imagine John before the throne viewing a scene 

like this— one creature like a lion, (me like a calf, 

one like a man and one like a flying eagle — and 

then sum up the characteristics of the four nations

and note all he saw, and see if we are mistakeil 
in our interpretation of lus parable. Can we im- 
agine G^ermany like a U^oit Sum up tiie traits 
of the creature and make your comparison. The 
king of beasts, as he roams the forest seeking his 
prey, will crush the smaUest, most innocent litHe 
creature he can find. He is vicious to aU that he 
meets. He expects the other beasts of the forest 
or Add to give up the road to him, and they do 
it, out of fear. He will lie hidden behind rocks 
or trees, and spring on his prey as it approachefik 
He has no respect for even the membersi of his 
own species, and he will murder xthem.' These 
are the characteristics of military training, and 
represent Germany. There is not a sculptor in 
the world who could mold a model mcn^e accurate 
of thie German Empire than did John two thou- 
sand years ago. See the beast slipping up on the 
little state of Belgium, follow his trail across into 
France, and sum up his deeds, then stand amazed 
and horrified at the vile crimes he has committed. 
The lion, when he lies in wait to spring on the 
innocent calf as it passes by, is a fine portrait of 
the Kaiser as he watched the battle from the trunk 
of a tree erected for that purpose. See him as he 
drives his own kind into death and hell by the 
thousands of thousands. See him as he ravages and 
destroys all over whom he has the power. This 
is what he did to Russia, which John says is like 

a calf. Can you imagine a finer comparis(mt 
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Driven like the az, milked as the eow, and then 
led to the slaughter-pen by her master, the beast 
of the field. Let thqse that have ears hear, and 
those that have eyes see, and be saved from the 
wrath of God that is wreaking vengeance on sach 
a world of wickedness. 

When you have fed the wretched old cow, and 
pulled her out of the mire, she will turn and hook 
you. These are the characteristics of Russia, and 
the way she has treated her allies. Could a car*; 
toonist have drawn a picture more fitting for tibej 
Russian Empire than John did two thousand 
years agot 

Then we come to France — ^that noble old state 
which feels for humanity, which believes in democ- 
racy and freedom, which has the face of a man. 
Do we, of these United States, recall an instance 
in our history, when we were young, in our swad- 
dling-clothes, that a strong nation called herself 
our mother, and attmnpted to subject us to her 
^authority by whipping us to make us pay tribute 
to her for the right to drink teat Tes, we remem- 
ber. Well, it was the noble old counljy of France 
that had the courage to come in and help us free 
ourselves from the tyranny of England.- She 
helped establish this grand, free democracy we now 
enjoy. It was France which, when she saw the 
lion's intention, to devour the little country of 
Belgium, picked up courage and went to the relief 

of it. It was France that furnished, the. leadership 
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for our vast ai^uies to stop the onslaught of the 
lion. It was France that stood side by side with 
the United States, and concurred in the principle 
of world democracy. Can you see why John saw 
this man's face upon France when he drew his 
picture two thousand years agot 

: Then we come to the eag^e, that soars in the 
heavens with his plumage glistening as the stars 
themselves. We observe him on the highest peaks 
of the continent. He builds his nest on the clifC 
above the other birds of the air, and bathes his 
plumage in heaven's pure dew. God ordained and 
provided his source of livelihood when He set him 
sailing. He stays beyond the rifle-range of all the 
sportsmen, and has seldom been trapped after 
reaching mature ag^. The eagle is the emblem 
of the American coin, which financed the world 
during the recent great conflict, r Could you im- 
agine the Saviour portraying such an emblem 
through His servant John, to have a part in the 
conflict as the American eaglet See the likeness to 
our own beloved country, soaring in its balmy 
love for humanity, perching. itself upon the rock 
of democracy and freedom of mankind, bathing 
its brow in the sweat of love. God ordained our 
source of livelihood- when He set us free from the 
tyranny of a monarchy, ^d gave us the tribute 
of His love for our lofty purposes and high ideals, 
as is manifest in all our governing force. Our 

nation is the greatest one in the world to-day, and 
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holds in its hand the key that unlocks the door of 
heaven and ushers in the kingdom of Jesus Christ; 
namely, a reunited kingdom of the world, the 
new age wherein dwell peace and happiness. It 
has the perceptive powers of a divine prophet, and 
the perceptive powers of all nations. It is able to 
finance this cause until the time when all nations 
will have burned up their resources, and come 
together in one grand brotherhood of man, ruled 
and governed by one King, Jesus. 

This is the prophecy of John as has been ful- 
filled in our age, knd is much more visible to the 
mind, which thinks to-day, than the fulfillment of 
the prophecy of Joel was on Pentecost when Peter 
stood up and said: ''Men and brethren, these men 
are not drunk as you might suppose, seeing this is 
but the third hour of the day. But this is that 
which was spoken of by the prophet Joel, saying. 
In the last days, I will pour out my Spirit upon 
all flesh, and your sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy." 

Still, the Jews were unbelievers, for they looked 
for a different man than the despised Nazarene, 
and we look for many things to take place accord- 
ing to our teachings that will never occur. Most 
of us have been taught that this earth is going to 
be totally burned up, root and branch, dust and 
rocks, without there being anything left. It will 
be hard for us, who have had such ideas inculcated 
in us, to reconcile ourselves to the Lord's way 
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and believe He has come whea He arriyes, the 
same of the Jews did of old, beoause we are looking 
for so much of a delusion we can not realize the 
real thing. 

''And the four beasts had each of them six 
wings about Aim; and they were full of eyes within: 
and they rest not day and nighty saying. Holy, holy/ 
holy, Lord God Almighty, which was, and is, and is 
to comeV (Bev. 4: 8). 

We obisenre here that John tells some more 
about these four creatures that is important for 
us to note, lest we fail in our endeavor to rightly 
divide the Word of truth. We have shown, to the 
satisfaction of every reasonable man, who the four 
creatures were, and what their make-up, as de^- 
scribed, represented ; that is, the four nations, their 
eyes, the lightning, and the voice John heard and 
saw. Now he says these four creatures had each 
six wings about him, and they were full of eyes. 
That is to say, that each nation, as represented by 
the four creatures, had its allies that represent 
the wings, which were also full of eyes. This 
being scientifically applied, revealed to us that 
there had to be in the. World War twenty-eight 
nations before the final conclusion of it, as was set 
forth in the beginning of this chapter, and while 
we were penning these lines there were only 
twenty, leaving eight to join, which did enter ac- 
cording to John's vision of it. Bead the '/War 

Catechism,'' and be sure of this fact, as it is

proof of the correctness of the interpretation placed 
thereon. 

Then John continues: ''They rest not day and 
nighty saying, Holy, holy, hoLj^ Lord Gk)d Al- 
mighty, which wasy and is, and is to come.'^ We 
know that John was surely looking into the minds 
and hearts of all nations as they are to-day, when 
he uttered this prophecy. We have seen the unrest, 
and observed each day of prayer as it was pro- 
claimed by our Goyemors. Each nation prayed 
for its success, and set a time, a day or an hour 
for every head in the nation to halt and pray for 
victory ; and in many cases we can remember 
having heard preachers, in the pulpits of our 
nation, upon the stated occasions, utter verbatim 
what John says they would pray for. 

''And when those beasts give glory and hononr 
and thanks to him that sat on the liurone, who tiveth 
for ever and ever, the four and twenty elders fall 
down before hun that sat on the throne, and worship 
him that liveth for ever and ever, and cast their 
crowns before the throne, saying, Thou art worthy, 
O Lord, to receive glory and honour and power: for 
thou hast created all things, and for thy pleasure 
they are and were created" (Bey; 4: 9-11).

Surely when we read these last verses, and 

make the application of them, we can fully discern 

that the argument is correct, for John bears out 

the idea here to its fullness and makes a more 

complete analysis than we could to that end, in 
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that he says, '^And when those beasts gave glory, 
the four and twenty elders fall down," which 
were the heads of our Governments, whether King, 
President or Kaiser. That is, when the proclama- 
tion was issued by the head of the Government 
for a prayer of the people to one end, the heads 
themselves observed the proclamation by leading 
their subjects' minds in prayer at that time. 
'^Come, let us reason together, saith the Lord. Ye 
shall know the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free." 
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CHAPTER V. 

THE SEALED BOOK 

(Berelation 5.) 

WE note that John deals with each subject of 
his vision, as it was revealed to him, in a 
manner most wonderful to our minds when we stop 
to think of it. After revealing to us in the pre- 
vious chapter what he saw, and the things which 
were the beginning of the drama, he then unrolls 
the film, sc^ie after scene, more interesting than 
any show ever witnessed, if we will open our eyes 
and see as he intended we should. 

We will quote mostly from the King James 
Version of the Bible, in reference, as it is the more 
commonly used; however, in some instances, we 
find that the translation of the Universities of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge is nearer complete in the 
details of the subject, and we sometimes use it. So, 
Vhen you find a discrepancy in the matter revealed, 
the cause will be due to the translation used, and 
not to our misconception of the subject-matter. 

We are not divine, however, further than we 
follow the difine word of God, and if we err in 
the translation we ufiie, the picture will be the 
same. We oidy .want you to follow out the law 
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of reasoning as revealed; make your comparisons 
after you iiave seen the picture, then accept the 
truth, and if we have failed to quote John aright, 
you will know. '^Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free." If you can im- 
agine John in this spiritual or mental attitude as 
you would be at a moving-picture show, then 
you can better discern the beauty and harmony 
there are in this picture shown two thousand 
years ago, as it compares with the things trans- 
piring to-day. 

Now see him in the next chapter as he sat and 
saw this wonderful sealed book. He says: 

"And I saw in the right hand of him that sat 
on the throne a book written within and on the back 
side, sealed with seven seals. And I saw a strong 
angel proclaiming with a loud voice, Who is worthy 
to open the book, and to loose the seals thereof f 
And no man in heaven, nor in earth, neither under 
the earth, was able to open the book, neither to look 
thereon" (Eev. 5:1-3). 

It was a wonderful book, and when its contents 
were revealed to John, chapter after chapter, until 
the sev^h chapters were finished, there is no won- 
der John wept much, as it contained a fine deliiJiea- 
tion of the world to-day, and the things we actually 
see, while John only saw the mental picture of 
them. 

We have read many books on the prophecies 

of the Bible, and in all the writings we have had 
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to deal with, they were prophecy oa prophecy, in 
a senisRs, as they all were more or less speculatiye 
as to the time, place and things revealed, and 
invariably dealt with the Books of Daniel, Isaiah 
and others of the Old Testament, independent of 
the Book of Bevislation. Many of those proph- 
esying on the Bible fulfillments have figured out 
the time almost accurately, without dealing with 
the things with which John dealt. However, this 
one has been the mystery of Revelation: that is, 
what do all of these things mean, and when will 
they come to passt If one had said six years ago 
that John saw a time in his vision when twenty- 
ei|ht naticms would be at war, and that the weap- 
ons of war would be such as they used, and are 
referred to in this book in the right hand of Him 
that sat on the throne, and which made John weep, 
much would this one have been criticized. Never- 
theless, we see now the same as those at Pentecost 
saw, ^and are not prophesying as to the fulfillment 
of it, but merely calling attention to the things 
John saw, the same as Peter did. 

John saw in his vision three books, mentioning 
each separately, and this one was the first, and is 
the Book of Bevelation; as it showed us, through 
John's writing of it, the things as they would 
occur. The other two we will take in their order 
when we come to them. This (me which we are 
dealing with now was a sealed book — sealed dose 

with seven seals; each being in its regular order, 
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and revealed to John by the Lamb which was 
slain, for no one else was able to open the seals. 
That caused John much worry. He says of this: 

"Asid. I wept much, because no one was found 
worthy to open the book, neither to look thereon. 
And one of the elders saith unto me, Weep not ; 
behold, the Lion that is of the tribe of Judah, the 
Boot of David, hatii prevailed to open the book, and 
to loose the seven seals thereof. And I saw in the 
midst of the elders a Lamb standing as though it 
had been slain, having seven horns and seven eyes, 
which are the seven Spirits of God sent forth into 
all the earth. And he came, took the book out of 
the right hand of him that sat upon the throne, and 
when he had taken the book, the four living crea- 
tures, and the four and twenty elders, fell down 
before the Lamb, having each one a harp, and a 
golden vial full of incense, which are the prayers 
of the saints'* (Bev. 6: 4-8). 

We observe that this Lion which was of the 
tribe of Judah — ^the Root of David — ^prevailed to 
open this book, according to the elder's narrative 
of it to John, and John said that he saw a Lamb 
in the midst of the throne having seven horns and 
seven eyes, which are the seven Spirits of God. 
And he came, and took the book out of his hand, 
and all of them fell down before him. Therefore, 
we must conclude that this was Christ who took 
the book put of his hand, as he was pictured here 
by John as being surrounded with the seven Spir- 
its of God; and we note that John has never 

allowed us to guess at the things which represent 
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the Spirits of God, for they are alwa^ni spoken of 
in a singglar way, calling attentioiL to them es- 
pecially. He took the book to opeit for our future 
knowledge or revelation, and the things revealed 
are the calamities befalling the world, and when 
we sum them up as they were summed up in this 
book, we will have no doubt left in our minds as 
to the cause of the World War. 

"And they sang a new song, saying, Thou art 
worthy to take the book, and to open the seals 
thereof : for thou wast slain, and didst purchase unto 
God with thy blood men of every tribe, and tongue, 
and people, and nation; and hast made them to 
be unto our God a kingdom and priests; and they 
shall reign upon the ea^" (Bev. 5: 9, 10). 

Could you imagine all there is in what John 

has to say in the two verses above f Suppose we 

would analyze them from every angle, diagram 

and parse them from any standpoint we choose, 

and sum them up; what more could we get than 

just what he has to say heret Looking back to 

the close of the eighth verse, and observing what 

John saw concerning the harps and incense, and 

so forth ; then, noting that he comes directly to the 

point of their singing a new song, and tells us 

what the words of the new song were, saying, 

''Thou wast slain, and didst purchase unto God 

with thy blood men of every tribe, and tongue, and 

people, and nation, and madest them to be unto 

our God a kingdom and priests," can we not see 
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whj our minds have beea eoitered on one idea 
in the declaration of war, as laid down bj our 
President, when he says, ''We can not have a Qer^ 
man-made peace, but a peace of the world, or 
enduring peace, which will bring a universal free- 
dom for mankind, or a democracy of the world'M 
When we reflect over such statements of our great- 
minded men, and read them every day in the 
press, we can not help but realize that what John 
saw and heard here was wholly in accord with 
the views of our great thinkers. 

We have heard many learned men argue that 
such a thing was wholly impractical; that it was 
impossible to imagine such a govemm^t to con- 
trol the affairs of the world; but this is what 
John saw, and what we read in our papers almost 
every day : hence it must be one and the same 
tlung, and will be the outcome of the recent war, 
or else it will have been fought in . vain, as wo 
will learn from John's revelation before we finis]^ 
this book. 

When we see the tiny bud on the apple-tree in 
the spring, after the sun-kissed earth has mel- 
lowed up, we know there is going to be fruit, but 
it is many, many days yet; and we watch the 
bloom as it bursts forth with the fragrance that 
bespeaks sweet May, and yet it is many days until 
the harvest. Then we see the fruit as it grows 
from day to day, and yet we realize that the time 

for plucking it is not /at hand; but when we see 
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it begin to fam red and beco!ini& mellow, we know 
that the palate will soon be satisfied with its deli- 
cioosness, and that it will fast mature and fall 
ba^ to earth. So, when Jcdm saw this new goy- 
emmant two thousand years ago, it was as the 
apple budding in the spring, and when we read, 
the minds of the world to-day, and scan the senti- 
ment in the pnUic press, we realize the tim e of har- 
vest is near at hand,, and the^folfillment of Revela- 
tion is only <me more film of the diow revealed. 

We will observe that there will be (me king- 
dom of all tribes^ tongaes, peoples and nations of 
'the earth. The time is ripe now, and we see it 
manifest in every thought and movement, so 
wh^i'the nations gather around the throne at the 
time of exhaustion, as they must, John's prophecy 
will have been fulfilled. We must remember 
that the word '^kingd<»n" is used here in the sin- 
g^ilar, and means ''government," whieh signifies 
the universal idea of democracy* Then John says: 

''And I saw, and I heard k roioe of many aagela 
Tound about the throne and the living ereatares and 
the elden; and the number of them m^ ten thou- 
sand times ten thousand^ and thousands of tiiou- 
Band»; saying with k great toioe, Worthy is the 
Lamb that hath been slain to reeeiye the power, 
and riehes, and wisdom, and might, and honor, and 
glory, and blessing" (Bev. 5: 11, 12). 

Such 9k glorious time thiji must have been in 

the drama of events revealed to John, when we 
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think of it as he saw it, and then revealed it unto 
us ; and how blessed are we who may see the events 
put into actual practice; and such praise as the 
multitude of people left on earth at this gather- 
ing will give to the Lamb of God, who was 
able to open this book, and unloose the seals, 
that we might know when these good things would 
descend. 

''Worthy is the Lamb that hath been slain to 
receive the power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
might, and hoi;Lor, and glory, and blessing." Sum 
up this statement^ and we see that all that could 
be said in honor of this great day of events, and 
of the One who has made it possible for man to 
enjoy such a government on earth, was sung in 
this song that John heard. Then imagine our 
great» nation, the other great nations, and the 
small nations as well, enjoying the phenomenal 
pleasure of knowing there can be no more war. 
Imagine mothers, isisters, wives and sweethearts, all 
joining the choir to sing this song unto the Lamb 
that taketh away the sins of the world, when they 
see their loved ones come marching home to beat 
their swords into plowshares and their spears into 
pruning-hooks. This is what John says he saw, 
and what we who have been left t6 know the hor- 
rors of war perceive every day taking shape in 
our minds and actions. Can we not see the truths 
of John's narrative as we do the moving picture 
rolled off film after film, or as when we behold 
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the apple taming red, and smell the meUow fr&- 
granoe of it as it ripenst 

John goes still farther into the story of the 
rejoicing, and says: 

"And every created thing which is in the ^ 
heavenB, and on the earth, and under the earth, and 
on the sea, and all things that are in than, I heard 
saying. Unto him that sitteth upon the throne, and 
unto the Lamb, be the blessings, and the honor, and 
the glory, and the power, for ever and ever" (Bev. 
6:13). 

We coold not go farther into the magnitade of 
the praise given onto Gk)d, tlie Creator, and Jesos^ 
the Savioar, than that given here, and sorely we 
will reciprocate in fall measare to the praise 
herein stated when we have come to drink of the 
waters of life flowing from the throne of God ; 
when we shall have seen that grand coming of the 
new age, when man will have learned that ''war 
is hell," and means the destraction of not only 
wealth, bat of the lives of loved ones who died 
by the thoasands daily in the World War. This 
conflict was necessary to bring us to oar senses, 
and to that plane of civilization where we have 
learned wisdom, as the wolf did when he was 
taaght to help his master instead of destroying his 
property. 

An old and trae saying is that ''It is an ill 

wind that blows no one good." We realize the 

recent war was essential as sarely as the gospel 
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of Jesus Christ is essential to our salvation, and 
could not be averted any more than the crucilying 
of Jesus on the cross. Man could ney^ have come 
to the realization of the truths there are in the 
word of Gk>d, as taught by Jesus Christ and His 
apostles two thousand years ago, otherwise than 
through this burning up or puri^jring of all na- 
tions, and J(dm so teaches us in his Revelation. 

If we remember we can not unsee a thing when 
we have once seen it, then see the actual play 
being staged to-day, tlie plot of which John saw in 
his vision, we must realize that it could not have 
been avoided. Apply the law of reasoning from 
cause to effect, and weigh the results of it, and 
then behold ourselves face to face with it; no 
other way of escape. See the beast of Berlin train- 
ing his men, in preparation for war, for over forty 
years; through his ktUtvr, as well as in actual 
practice, preparing all these many years to crush 
the world, and bring it under the domination of 
monarchy. 

On the other hand, see the United States, a 

peac&Joving, free country, without any training. 

France, Belgium, Italy, England, and the rest of 

the Allies, are measurably in the same class. All 

we had to start with was our love for humanity 

and justice, and you can see the inevitable result 

of such a game of chance. The only thing left 

to be done was to fight it out, and disarm the 

world, so far as all nations were concerned. As 
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long as nations are allowed to arm $xid make 
preparations for war with each other, there can 
be no limit to their strength or power of destrac- 
tion. Therefore, it had to be so, in order that 
the armaments of war might be burned up, and a 
new standard set, so the world would be safe for 
democracy. Could we imagine a world safe for 
civilized people to live in when nations like Ger- 
many have pUed up their wealth for forty years 
in war materials t Then, when we apply the law 
of reasoning as the all-wise God of the univerae 
did, we can see the inevitable result of it. Some 
entered the conflict to remain until the world was 
made safe for democracy, and a better civilization 
established. That is what John saw, and what 
he revealed to us, and what we. saw as it actually 
transpired day after day, and we could not 
evade it. 

"And the four Uying ereatarea iaid, Amen. 
And the elders fell down and worshipped" (Bey. 
5:14). 

God's way of doing things is the right way, 
whether we realize it or not, and when m^i re- 
alized the horrors of the recent war, through the 
destruction of so much wealth and the loss of so 
many lives, immediately some wanted to charge 
it to Qod^B will. In fact, we have heard men 
blaspheme because of storms having caused them 
damage, and for other reasons just as foolish, with- 
out having the proper respect for the laws that 
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govern such things. Qod ordained ilie laws that 
govern all things, and the laws are affected by their 
environment, and each environment produces its 
exact result. Therefore, God created man, as well 
as the laws that govern man, and the result of the 
law is man's own doing. Man creates the environ- 
ment that makes a change in the law. Hence, men 
built up through his own competitive resources the 
machine that made it necessary to bring the war 
on, and was responsible for the war; and what 
God revealed to John through the Spirit^ and 
John in turn revealed to us through Revelation, 
was only a manifestation of Gk>d's wisdom of the 
law, and knowledge of man's will to do the things 
necessary to bring about tiie results as they oc- 
curred. 

God made man in His own image — ^not that we 
favor Him personally; if that were so, we could 
not discern in any possible manner the likeness of 
God, for there are no two persons alike in the 
world in their personal make-up. We were created 
in the likeness of God, in that man is a creator 
and builder; all men are creators in their par- 
ticular way, and build according to their environ- 
ment and desire, and not by a direct operation of 
God to govern them. If man were moved by some 
spirit direct, and independent of law and environ- 
ment, he would only be a machine, and not a 
free, independent agent. So we learn that we 

were created in Hie likeness of God in the sense 
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that we are all creators, and man therefore is 
responsible for th/e calamitoas World War. 

When the four living creatures said *' Amen/' and 
the elders fell down and worshiped God, it signi- 
fied they had come to their knowledge of the fact 
that God's ways were right and perfect, while 
man's were fallible and imperfect. Thus they 
were all ready to say "Amen," and to worship 
God, as they had at last seen the falsity of man's 
building a war machine to destroy the products of 
so many hundred years of toil. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

OPENING OF THE SEVEN SEALS 

(Bevelation 6,) 

OPENING of the seven seals of John's Beyela- 
tion is a very interesting part of the drama 
he saw, and revealed to ns, when one reasons on 
it from the right angle. It pictores the future 
of the great conflict in a way so visible to our 
minds that there is nothing left for us to wonder 
about. 

You will remember w« have called your atten- 
tion to the fact that many books treating of Bible 
prophecy had been written, and their calculations 
had been approximately correct ; yet they were not 
of such constructive nature as to reveal the things 
to your mind, because the things written about 
were still in the future, and could not be cited as 
actual occurraices until they began to be fulfilled. 
However, in this book we are not going to speculate 
on the future, but wish to merely make known to 
you the fact that the time is now here, that the 
things are actually taking place, and that part 
of it which has not yet taken place will occur just 
the same as those we have already seen, and we 
«an not help this coming to pass, for it is in con- 
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fonaity to Qqd'B law, wMch is infallible, and we 
know this will take place as revealed, just the same 
as that part which has already taken place. 

''And I saw when the Lamb opened one of the 
BeaJff; and I heard one of the four liTing creatares 
flaying as with a voice of thunder, Come and see. 
And I flaw, and b^old, a white horse: and he that sat 
thereon had a bow; and there was given onto him a 
crown: and he came forth conquering, and to con- 
quer^' (Eev, «: 1, 2). 

We will stand amazed now and view the scene 
again as John unrolls the film, inch by inch, until 
we have viewed the entire show in the opening 
of the seven seals. Let us view the first scene, and 
see this creature riding out perched on his white 
steed, going forth conquering and to conquer. 
Then hear his voice, as tiiat of thunder, as he 
proclaims, ''Gome and see." Could you imagine 
a more fitting picture than that for the Kaiser, 
with his forty years of military training and 
preparation, when he would challenge the world 
and say: **We are prepared to fight the universe"! 
All we have to do is to refer to the beginning of 
the conflict, and see him in his dogmatic attitude, 
and hear his commanding voice. His favorite 
exercise was riding on his white horse among his 
soldiers. This is his characteristic. See in him 
the lion, as he rides up before his line of thou- 
sands of traiued soldiers, armed to the fullness of 

military equipment, with millions more to draw 
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from, with his spies out in every part of the 
world, and his hand on the pulse of every nation, 
knowing their weakness and peaceful inclination. 
He rides out with his bow in his hand and his 
crown upon his head, placed there by his allies 
as the conqueror of the world. Then John could 
not have been mistaken about him, when he wrote 
of him two thousand years ago. 

''And when he opened the second seal, I heard the 
second living creature saying, Come. And another 
horse came forth, a red horse, and to him that sat 
thereon it was given to take peace from the earth, 
and that they should slay one another: and there 
was given unto him a great sword" (Bev. 0: 3, 4). 

We behold Russia the cow, coming forth in her 
humiliation, sitting on a red horse. Bemember 
the Bed Guard of Russia, and its destruction, 
taking peace from the earth and slaying o^e an- 
other. How many royal families did Russia depose 
and murder after entering the wart Without a 
doubt she came forth as the one John saw, and 
which he pictured. There has been no rest on 
earth since she to<^ up the armor of destruction 
on August. 1, 1914. Family after family of her 
best people, besides whole regiments of political 
subjects, have been crucified by their brothers 
since that time, and yet there is no end in sight 
for her to reach peace amongst her people, nor 
can there be as long as she is ruled and driven by 

the beast of Berlin. It is a hopeless case for her, 
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and, with all the infltijence of the Alliea, she can 
not be redeemed. 

''And ^viian lie opened fhe third leal, I heard tiie 
third living creature saying, Come and see. And I 
saw, and beJhold, a black horse; and he tiiat sat 
thereon had a balance in his hand. And I heard as 
it were a yoiee in the midst of the four living crea- 
tores, saying, A measure of wheat for a penny, and 
three measures of barley for a penny; and the oil 
and wine hurt thou not'' (Bev. 6: 0, 6). 

We remember the likeness of France, in prin- 
ciple, to the creature with a man's face in the 
beginning; then observe again the characteristics 
here, and we find perfect harmony in the general 
make-up. First, France comes out on the side of 
democracy and justice to her small sister, Belgium, 
ready to make the sacrifice of her own country for 
right. She has always been ready to lend a hand 
to free those in bondage. She demands ''a measure 
of wheat for a penny, and three measures of 
barley for a penny; and the oil and wine hurt 
thou not.'^ Applying this to the natural resources 
of France, we find there a perfect reason for the 
parable, in the resources of her domain, as she 
is the greatest wine country of the world, besides 
having vast productions of wheat aand barley. 
John, therefore, was so complete in his narrative 
that there is nothing left unsaid that could have 
been said by him to make the events more visible 

to our minds as they transpire. 
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^'Ajid wlm he opened the fonrth seal^ I heard 
the Toiee of the fourth liviiig creature sajing, 
Come and lee. And I eaw, and behold, a pale horse: 
and he that sat upon Mm, his name was Death; and 
Hades followed with him. And there was given unto 
them authority ovor the fourth part of the earth, 
to kill with sword, and with famine, and with pesU^ 
lenee, and hj the wild beaats of the earth'' (Bev. 
6:7,8). 

Looking at the fourth seal, as it is opened, 
and seeing the things it c<»itains, we again observe 
the United States, with her power in world politics. 
Here is death to the crowned heads of the world, 
and when President Wilson declared a world 
democracy should be the goal. Hades followed, 
and our boys went forth with authority over the 
fourth part of the earth. I say **our boys," for 
you will observe the technical readingf of this 
paragraph that refers to their going f dtth with 
authority; there was not a nation entered the war 
with the commanding influence of the l&ited 
States^ and it was the winning force of the whole 
regime.^ Can we not recall the hour, day, week 
or month when the American boys landed on 
French soil, or Italian territory, and their influ- 
ence turned the tidef "They had the authority 
over the fourth part of the earth, to kill with 
sword, and with famine and pestilence, and by the 
wild beasts of the earth." 

We can recall how, when the notes were being 
exchanged between Berlin and Washington, Ger- 
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"And when he opened the fifth seal^ I saw under- 
neath the altar the souls of them that had been 
slain for the word of God, and for the testimony 
which they held: and they cried with a loud voice, 
saying, How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost thou 
not judge and avenge our blood on them that dwell 
on the earth f And white robes were given unto 
every one of them; and it was said unto them, that 
they should rest yet for a little season, until their 
fellow-servants also and their brethren, that should 
be killed as they were, should be fulfilled'' (Bev. 
6:9-11). 

In the opening of this seal there was an unrest 
in the spirits of those who had been slain for the 
testimony of the word of God, and they began to 
inquire into the duration of the conflict, and how 
long it was going to be before they would be 
avenged for their blood. Instead of the Spirit 
revealing this fact to them, they were given a 
white robe and told they should rest yet for a 
little time until their fellow-servants should be 
killed, also their brethren, the same ^'as they 
were." 

It behooviBs us to say at this time that with all 

the speculation we might indulge in with regard 

to tiliis little time referred to, there is nothing that 

indicates the length of it, except in the fulfilling 

of the whole part. That is to say, at the time when 

the great battle of Armageddon was fought, and all 

nations came to the highest point of their strength 

in 'war, this little time was fulfilled. There has 
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been much speculation as to what tbe battle of 
Armageddon meant, and some writers have gone 
so far as to even locate the place of it, without a 
consideration of its real significance. The battle 
of Amiageddon is referred to by John as the last 
battle to be fought between nations,, the consum- 
mation of the program of war, or the highest point 
to be reached in war and war preparaticms. Hence, 
the spirits of these dear souls that were slain for 
the testimony of Jesus Christ had to rest until this 
had taken place, as we will learn. 

''And I saw when he had opened the sixth seal, 
N and there was a great earthqualie; and the sun be- 
came black as sackcloth of hair and the whole 
moon became as blood; and the stars of the heaven 
fell unto the earth, as a fig-tree casteth her unripe 
figs when she is shaken of a great wind" (Bev. 
6: 12, 13). 

In opening the sixth seal, the revelation changes 

in form, in a way, and this one, as before, has had 

much said of it by those who wete guessing at its 

meaning pr wei:e prophesying on its fulfillment 

without a real consideration of the construction 

placed upon its merits. Many have assumed that 

the earthquake, the darkness of the sun and the 

moon, and the falling of the stars, were to be a 

literal thing, and some journals have had much to 

say even of the eclipse of the sun and moon on 

the 9th of June, 1918, as being a part of this scene. 

Such is not the case, and when John saw the sixth 
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seal oi>ened he merely saw the beginning of the 

war as we have seen it, and undoubtedly refers to 

the great unheaval in the minds of men, as being \ 

the earthquake, and the bombarding of the forts 

of France, as when the sun should be turned as 

dark as sackcloth of hair, and the moon become 

as blood. 

We will recall that John saw twenty-eight na- 
tions in this war, and will observe how he un- 
folds the film before our eyes. After taking up 
the four beasts in the first four seals, and having 
this point in mind, we will sum up the conflict 
to the opening of this seal, and be ^ble to see the 
matter as it really is. 

Taking Austria and Serbia, the stumbling-stone 
of all the nations, as No. 1, or the nucleus around 
which the whole World War began, let us recall to 
our minds that on July 28, 1914, Austria and 
Serbia began the conflict. Then, on August 1, 
Germany declared war on Russia, which was the 
lion and the calf, and was No. 2. Then Germany 
declared war on France, the honor nation, on Au- 
gust 3, which was No. 3. Hence Germany declared 
war on Belgium, on August 4, which was No. 4, 
and here, on August 4, was the great earthquake 
John saw, as on that date Germany did not only 
declare war on Belgium, but France also declared 
war on Germany the same date, ^ and at the same 
time England came into the conflict, milking up 

the idxth declaration of war up to and including 
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August 4, 1914. All these nations are described 
by John as he proceeds with the story. 

"And the heaven wfus removed as a acrall when 
_ it is rolled up ; and every mountain and island were 
moved out of tbeir places. And the kings of the 
earthy and the princes, and the chief captains, and 
the rich and the strong, and every bondman and 
freeman, hid themselves in the caves and in the rocks 
of the mountains" (Bev. <$: 14, 15). 

He says the heavens were removed as a scroll 
when it is rolled up, and every mountain and 
island were moved out of their places. Do we 
observe the simple likeness of this statement to 
the opening of the World War, when we see the 
parable before our eyesf Bemember the great 
earthquake that we have just called your attention 
to, and see in that shock as it were a real earth- 
quake pouring forth the fire from its summit, and 
the lava flowing down the sides into the valleys 
below, burying cities and towns, then see the shock 
caused by this upheaval, and the destruction that 
followed, and we can not but xinderstand the story 
John told, in a way wholly satiafactbry to our 
minds. The heav^is were rolled up, pushed back 
out of the way, as it were, and hell and destruc- 
tion followed; every mountain and island in the 
universe, where Hian is, were shaken by the shock. 
Men, women and children, who had a penny with 
which to buy a paper, eagerly scanned its pages 

before the ink was dry, to learn of the day's de- 
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velopment in war and its horrors, leaving heaven 
and its beauties, in all their grandeur, for the 
things then happening in Europe, as this was the 
apex of the peak that had burst forth in the night 
of destruction, when the kings of the earth, the 
princes, the chief captains, the rich, the strong, and 
every bondman and freeman, hid themselves in 
the caves and in the rocks of the mountains. Men 
of every tribe and nation were rebelling against 
their nation or country, and dodging lest they be 
forced to face the elements of war as they now 
existed. Even in our beloved country, and in 
our own community, there was a protest raised by 
our countrymen against the inclination to enter 
the war. Mr. W. J. Bryan even resigned the high 
office of Secretary of State of the United States, 
lest he be guilty of the blood of his brethren, thus 
calling to mind event after event that took place 
along similar lines, and in different walks of life. 
We could enumerate many, many such things as 
John saw take place, in hiding from the great 
calamity that followed this earthquake, in every 
walk of life that men follow on this contiiient. 
Our own State had some experience with the men 
John mentions in this paragraph of his story. 

''And they say to the mountains, and to ihe 
rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the face of him 
tiiat sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of 
the Lamb: for the great day of his wrath is come; 
and who in able to standf (Bev. 6: 16, 17). 
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When we can sum up men one by one in our 
land of the free and the home of the brave, and 
see them hiding out from their duty, as we have, 
how much more could we discern the matter in the 
other nations at war who. do not enjoy the freedom 
and privileges our citizens enjoy here. By recall- 
ing one story after the other, you can remember 
reading of the foreign countries where men were 
lined up and shot by the score for deserting or 
refusing to fight, and then you can see the things 
as John saw. 

Let us review the opening of the six seals, and 

see the truth now manifest in the story told by 

John for our salvation, two thousand years ago. 

He saw the four creatures come forth in their 

regular order, prepared for war, and describes each 

one in its likeness to the nations we have called 

your mind to in a way so comprehensible that 

there is no room for doubt, unless we really do not 

care to believe. John sees the Kaiser come forth 

conquering and to conquer, and describes him in a 

way that reveals to us both his personal likeness 

and habits. Then we take Russia coming forth 

and sum up her traits, as well as the Bed Guard 

upon which she depended so much, and we can see 

that John made no mistake when he portrayed her 

as sitting on a red horse. Next comes Prance; he 

described her resources so plainly to our minds that 

we know she was part of the parable. And last, 

though not least, comes the United States, sitting 
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on the pale horse that signifies her democratic 
principles, and we can not refrain from accepting 
the parableii.he taught as being the things we now 
see. Next fo the picture of the nations, he points 
out ey«n thd upheavals, as we have noted, and then 
tells us of men in all walks of life praying to foe 
saved from the rocks and the mountains, and 
closes his narrative of it here foy asking who will 
be able to stand. Can we answer this question f 
The time is at hand when every man in the uni- 
verse must give his might to the cause he has 
espoused, lest we come short of our measure as will 
be meted out to us before the end. There is a 
reason for all things, and a thing done without a 
justifiable r^i,son is a certain failure. 

Let universal democracy reign. It is our goal. 
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^ CHAPTER VIL 

OPENING OF THE SEVEN SEALS 

(Continued) 

(Revelation 7.) 

Yon will remember that in the previous chapter 
John has dealt with five of the seals, leaving 
a part of the sixth seal, which we are still to deal 
with. In the first four seals he dealt with the par- 
ticular characters of this age in their regular order, 
and in the fifth seal he saw the souls of them that 
had been slain for the testimony of the Lord, and 
heard them pleading for revenge for the wrongs 
d^ne them; and then in the opening of the sixth 
seal, up to this point, he has shown us, as it were, 
the picture of the particular characters coming 
forth ready for battle, and the principles upon 
which each one had his foundation laid ; and in the 
remainder of this seal he deals with the same sub- 
ject, but in a different manner, going further each 
time into the merits of the case, xmtil, in the 
finishing of the seventh seal, he arrives at the 
final consummation of the whole calamity, and the 
falling of our great city Babylon. 

It is important that we keep in mind the differ- 
ent angles from which Jdin • views the scene, so 
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tl^t we m&y arrive at the whole truth as he taught 
it. When the writer makes the foregoing state- 
ment, it recalls to his mind many cartoons printed 
in the European papers when he was a boy. At 
first they painted all the European countries 
around the feast-table, which represented the trade 
of all nations; this led up to the music of the day, 
and all nations were blowing their horns: -John 
Bull leading, with the Kaiser second, and so on 
down the line. Finally the crowd looked, and 
there came Uncle Sam, a small boy, playing 
** Yankee Doodle 'M Now it is different, and the 
cartoonists are painting a different picture of Uncle 
Sam. In fact, they are willing to place him in an 
important position when it comes to the settlement 
of the row caused by their feast. We saw the 
cartoons at that time, and remember the impres- 
sion they made on our mind, and now we see the 
nations as they come forth, and they also make 
an impression on our mind, which is the reason 
we mention them here. Then John says : 

''After this I saw four angels standing at the 
four corners of the earth, holding the four winds 
of the earth, that no wind should blow on the 
earth, nor on the sea, nor on any tree" (Eev. 7:1). 

Note the term he uses here, ** After this," which 
refers us back to the things he has just related. 
Then, keeping in mind the things he had seen — 
namely, the earthquake, the rolling of the heavens, 
and so on — ^he says: **I saw four angels standing 
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at the four comers of the earth, holding the four 

winds of the earth, that no wind should blow on 

the earth." This, no doubt, has bothered many 

minds, to know just what John was talking about, 

and we can remember many discussions we have 

heard along this line when we were young, that we 

will not relate, as we are confident that we can 

be satisfied with John's own vision of it, which 

signifies that these were the nations heretofore 

dealt with, and the wind which they commanded 

was the commerce of the world, that the cartoonists 

of the European countries we have just mentioned 

portrayed in the feast. They make the market, and 

also the finished products that are essential to the 

life of the world, €uid nation after nation that 

wished to be neutral suffered from the need of 

the necessities of life, yet could not obtain them 

because of those who controlled them. These 

nations were made the instruments in destroying 

the present system, in order that the new age 

which is approaching might take its place. A new 

thing never comes into existence until the thing 

it takes the place of has reached the zenith. Hence, 

this system that is built upon the principle of 

greed, which necessitated the arming of each nation 

for protection against the other nations, has 

reached its zenith, and now the new age is coming 

to fake its place, when men will know war no 

more, and now they have come marching home 

since they fought the battle of Armagasddon to 
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''beat their swords into plowshares and their sx>ear8 
into pruning-hooks." 

''And I saw another angel ascend from the sun- 
risingy having the seal of the living God: and he 
cried with a great voice to the four angels to whom 
it was given to hurt the earth and the sea, saying. 
Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, 
till we shall have sealed the servants of our Qod. 
on their foreheads. And I heard the number of 
them which were sealed, a hundred and forty and 
four thousand, sealed out of every tribe of the chil- 
dren of Israel" (Bev. 7: 2-4). 

Do we remember who this angel was, and who 
it is that is so influ^atial in the political affairs of 
Europe? Can you imagine the Pope of the Cath- 
olic Church holding in his hands such a power f 
Remember, when the earthquake had brc^en out, 
and the heavens rolled up as a scroll, that the 
Pope came forth out of the sunrise and pleaded 
with the nations to reconsider their declara- 
tions, urging upon them the importance of using 
President Wilsoii's good oflSces, which he had 
tendered them in case they saw fit to use them; 
but this was all in vain, as their declarations had 
to be complied with, and the Pope's prayers pre- 
vailed nothing, pcditically, at this critical time. 
John was right in seeing the number sealed out o£ 
every tribe of Israel as a hundred -and forty and 
four thousand. The desire of the Pope to have his 
political seal placed upon the foreheads, or the 
heads, of .the nations, was the political aspiration 
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of his church to dominate the world; but it was 
not granted, and John says he heard the number 
of them that were sealed out of every tribe of 
the children of Israel, and gives their number 
without reference to the prayers of the Pope being 
granted, which was not done, and, after enumer- 
ating each tribe in its order, he says again: 

After these things I saw, and behold, a great mul- 
titude, which no man could number, out of every 
nation and of aU tribes and peoples and tongues, 
standing before the throne and before the Lamb, 
arrayed in white robes, and palms in their hands; 
and they cry with a great voice, saying. 

Salvation unto our God who sitteth on the 

throne, and u^to the Lamb. 
And all the angels were standing round about the 
throne, and <ibout the elders and the four living 
creatures; and they fell before the throne on their 
faces, and worshipped God, saying. 

Amen: Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and 

thanksgiving, and honor, and power, and 

might, he unto our God for ever and ^ver. 

Amen" (Bev. 7: 9-12). 

Then we observe, after the prayers of the 

Pope had failed to seal the heads of the nations 

with this political plot, that the whole multitude 

of people, out of every nation and of all tongues, 

stood before the throne and before the Lamb. This 

multitude could not be counted by a man, John 

says, and he is telling us of the final culmination 

of the whole conflict, when we will have broken 

down the middle wall of partition, and come unto 
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the universal brotherhood of man which we have 
all looked for, and wondered if it could be possible. 
While John has had the picture before our minds 
for all these many years, yet we could not under- 
stand it until it actually began to be played; and 
as it is staged we wonder if it is really so, and 
if it is possible that we are coming to the realiza- 
tion of the brotherhood of man. 

If we will only hear the admonition of the 
great Qod of the universe, as He speaks to us 
through His servant John, it will be an easy matter 
for us to come to the standard of a universal 
brotherhood. Did you ever stop to think why we 
are not so recognized to-day? We are, in a sense. 
That is, if we are members of one Government, 
and fighting under that flag, we are brothers — ^no 
matter from what tribe, nation or tongue we came. 
If I am an Irishman and you are a German, and 
we came to the United States, and you had taken 
out naturalization papers, and I did not, you 
became a citizen and a brother, while I am still 
a foreigner, so far as the country and its people 
are concerned; but if I also take out naturaliza- 
tion papers, then I become a citizen, and a brother 
to every citizen of the United States as well as you, 
and we become brothers to each other. What has 
wrought the change? We are no more kin now 
than when we landed in America, but each has 
sworn allegiance to this Government, and thereby 

we have been adopted into its family, and have

become brethren governed by one law, and that law 
the one for justice and right. The adoption into 
this Government is that which has wrought the 
change, and this is what John saw of all nations 
and peoples, that he speaks of as falling before 
the throne and worshiping Gk>d and the Lamb. 

The throne is that of God, in the coming 
together of all nations around the table, to settle 
their disputes after the war had reached its zenith, 
and the battle of Armageddon had been fought; 
and all nations will join in one huge nation, or 
international government for all nations, whereby 
we will have war no more, for we will have un- 
bound the Goddess of Liberty, and broken down 
that system of greed that has been not only the 
cause of this war, but of all other wars since 
man began to live by the labor of his brother. Thifi 
is plausible to all people, and could be arranged 
if we were to stop slaying one another long enough 
to reason out the plan. Such is not the case, and 
as John sees it, and reveals it to us, we can not 
stop until all nations have been exhausted. Could 
there be more added to this than the prophet 
John saw and heard? Can we see the wisdom af 
it now as John says all peoples did seeY He says: 

''They fell before the throne on their faces, and 
worshipped God, saying, 

Amen: Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and 
thanksgiving, and honor, and power, and 
might." 
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We have made a wonderful sacrifice to attain 
the goal, and many men have said: ''How foolish 
was the war." But after all is done, and the end 
has been attained, we can then see the wisdom and 
honor and power and might the almighty, all-wise 
God contains. There is no worth-while good at- 
tained without a sacrifice or offering being made. 
Man is a creature of sacrifice, and lives by the 
daily sacrifice of some life, either animal or vege- 
table. When we look upon the beautiful form of 
the bride as she follows her choice to the altar of 
wedlock, there to make the sacrifice of her life 
that others may live, we know this statement is 
so, for we see her as she brings forth her first- 
bom, and then realize how much she has given. We 
see her again after she has given the remainder 
of her years to the maturing of this that she 
loved so well, and realize more fully that life is 
only a sacrifice, and nations must see it as John 
saw it. ' 

"And one of the elders answerejd, saying unto 
me, These which are arrayed in the white robes, 
who are they, and whence came theyf And I say 
unto him, My lord, thou knowest. And he said to 
me, These are they which came out of the great 
tribulation, and they washed their robes, and made 
them white in the blood of the Lamb" (Rev. 
7:13, 14). 

In this last quotation John bears out the con- 
tents of our argument in the previous paragraph 
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of his story. He merely tells us what we have 
just argued, in that he says one of these elders 
asked him the question, /'Who are these people 
with the white robes, this gi^at multitude from 
every tribe, tongue and nation, that no man can 
count r* John says the elder told him that **they 
were they which came out of the great tribulation, 
and they washed their robes and made them white 
in the blood of the Lamb." Could there be a more 
fitting answer to the question! And could we see 
a more vivid likeness to the time when^ we will 
all come out of this tribulation, ready to receive 
the new age wherein dwells happiness, peace and 
plenty; where we will no more plant for anotiber 
to reap the harvest thereof ; where we will all sit 
under our own vine and fig-tree ; where it will be 
with the maid a§» with the mistress, and with the 
servant as with the lord; where the spoiler and 
the extortioner are at an end; where spoiler ceas- 
eth and the oppressors are consumed out of the 
land (Isa. 16:4)! ^ 

These are the things John saw and of which 
he wrote the sketch, and we are now before the 
screen, witnessing the show. Imagine aU nations 
under one government, with the middle wall of 
partition broken down, and one government con- 
trolling the world, just the same as each State in 
our own beloved nation is governed by one great 
head. The incentive to build great fleets and large 
war machines has been removed, and there is no 
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more need of such to protect one nation against 
another; each man is at some useful occupation, 
and no neighbor is robbing his neighbor or pre- 
paring to fight him because he will not let him 
rob his house. 

There is nothing left for us to ponder over 
when we hear the next verse of this chapter: 

'' Therefore are they before the throne of God; 
and they serve him day and night in his temple: 
and he that sitteth on the throne ahaJl spread his 
tabernacle over them" (Bev. 7: 15). 

We note the way this verse begins: ** There- 
fore," or for that reason or the reason previously 
referred to, he says, ^* are they before the throne 
of God; and they serve him day and night." Does 
not this forever settle it, when we read this state- 
ment and recall the fact of our daily occurrences 
as heretofore enumerated! We know then that 
this prophecy is being fulfilled as fast as nation 
lifter nation can carry out its part of the program. 

Jesus at one time said in a parable that when 
we see the fig-tree cast her leaves back to the 
earth, we know that winter is nigh; and in the 
same parable fie taught us to watch for this time, 
and to be up and doing lest we be found short of 
our expectations. And inasmuch as we see this 
multitude before the throne of God, the number 
of which could not be counted by man, and 
note that they come from every tribe and tongue 
and nation, with their robes washed white in the 
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blood of the Lamb, and know that He that sitteth 
on the throne shall spread his tabernacle over 
them, then we realize the leaves are being cast back 
to the earth, and we know the time is nigh, for 
Jesus said so. 

We have seen all the nations coming forth just 
as John said they would, even to the angels com- 
manding the four winds, and the fifth angel coun- 
seling for time; hence we realize it is not far 
from this time until the consummation of this 
age, which is governed by selfish competition, and 
the kingdom of God, which is the ideal of mankind, 
will have taken its place; for, as surely as John 
saw this war and told us of it, he also saw the 
end of this and the incwning of the kingdom of 
God, when man will war no more, for he will 
have done away with the selfish ends that make 
war. When you remove the cause of war you 
have stopped it, the same as any other cause re- 
moved will change the effect. 

' ' They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any 
more; neither shall the sun strike upon them, nor 
any heat: for the Lamb which is in the midst of 
the throne shall be their shepherd, and shall guide 
them unto fountains of water of life: and Gk)d 
shall wipe away every tear from their eyes" (Bev. 
7: 16, 17). 

Looking at the concluding lines of this, the 

sixth seal, and analyzing it from a standpoint of 

knowledge of God's word, together with the har- 
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mony it contains so far as the World War is 
coneemed, we can see the relations of every stanza 
it contains. First, John says: ''They shall himger 
no more, neither thirst any more." Is it reasonable 
to apply this to temporal things in the new king- 
dom! Yes, it is reasonable, for when we have 
read the prophecy of Isaiah, and noted his testi- 
mony of the new age, we find perfect harmony. 
First, we observe this age and condition as it is, 
and then see the new age, with the environment 
changed, and apply the contrast. There is a 
bread-line in Europe, also in the United States, 
where thousands of poor go each day for their 
allotment of bread. ''Why do they go there, and 
why do they not earn their bread?" you ask. We 
would only have to refer you back a few years, 
when men could not find work, and, if they 
did, their ' wages were so small that the Govern- 
ments had to make up the difference between what 
they earned and what was required, so the bread- 
lines were established in all Europe and in the 
United States to supply the need. See their 
poor, withered hands as they receive the bread. 
Ask your own conscience the cause of this, and 
you will realize it was due to the unequal distribu- 
tion of the world's wealth, or because some were 
more shrewd than others. They accumulated while 
those not so fortunate in conception of finance 
had to work for the man who could manipulate 

the machine of production at a profit. Hence 
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the unequal distribution of this , world's goods 
made it necessary for the poor to live in bad 
quarters, and to be subjects of charity. Then, com- 
ing to the new age where ''they shall hunger no 
more, nor thirst any more, neither shall the sun 
strike them," we observe that this new age is to 
be an age wherein man will have a new lease of 
life. His environment will be changed; he will 
have a right to work and to receive the fuU 
production of what he creates, and will therefore 
hunger no more, nor thirst any more, nor shall 
he be set out in the heat. The Lamb which is in 
the midst of them will be their shepherd and 
will lead them to the fountain of life, for we will 
have the environments changed, the incentive 
changed, and will go on by the gentle influence 
of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ, unto 
perfection. 

**And God shall wipe away every tear from 
their eyes." ''Will I see this age!" is a ques- 
tion for each individual to answer on his own 
behalf. 

Watch, therefore; do the will and command- 
ments of the Lord, and you shall be one of the 
blessed. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

OPENING OF THE SEVEN SEALS 

(Continued) 

(Revelation 8.) 

WE now come to the opening of the seventh, or 
the last, seal. It contains many chapters 
and reveals to us more than all the rest of the 
seals do, so far as the war of the world is con- 
cerned, the cause of it, duration and final outcome. 
It behooves us, in studying this seal, to analyze 
the chapter, paragraph by paragraph, as John has 
laid them down, in order that we may not overlook 
the importance oi their contents. We have care- 
fully noted the story as revealed by John, up to 
this point, chapter by chapter, verse by verse, mak- 
ing the application as Jesus intended it to be, and 
will pursue that course lest we come short of the 
promises of God in failing to rightly divide the 
Word of truth. Remembering what ^esus said to 
John in the last of his address, so far as adding 
to or taking from is concerned, we have diligently, 
prayerfully and scientifically told the story as it 
has actually transpired. 

Notice the fact that John minutely deals with 

all the phases of the war in this seal. He sees 
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them from yarious angles, going into detail so 
completely tliat he describes every minor point of 
the great struggle so plainly that there is no ques- 
tion left when we follow his vision out to the con- 
clusion. 

"And when he opened the seventh seal, there fol- 
lowed a silence in heaven about the space of half an 
hour" (Eev. 8:1). 

It is deemed necessary that we stop here and an- 
alyze this verse, lest we overlook an important 
feature of the story. John says there followed a 
silence in heaven about the space of half an hour. 
We remember the great tribulations John has 
seen up to this silence, and then note that he teUs 
what he saw in the opening of this seal, and dudng 
this silence which was the time required to reveal 
to him the things he saw. That is, during this 
silence he saw the things he relates. 

"And I saw the seven angels which stand before 
God; there were given unto them seven trumpets" 
(Bev. 8:2). 

It is also necessary to note the contents of this 

verse separately, as it has a significant bearing on 

the scene. We will remember that, in describing 

the thing which represented the seven Spirits of 

God, John invariably calls our attention to these 

things, and tells us what they represented, and 

now he c(Hnes in a different way, aad tells us 

that he saw the seven angels which stand before 
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God. Note the distdnction placed on the seyen ; not 
merely seven, but the seven, which are representa- 
tions of the Spirits of God; and they were given 
seven trumpets, which each one is going to sound, 
and which signifies something following each soond. 
Then he separates another angel, and describes him 
and his mission. He says: 

''And another angel came and stood over the 
altar, having a golden censer; and there was given 
unto him much incense, that he should add it unto 
the prayers of all the saints upon the golden altar 
which was before the throne. And the smoke of the 
inoense, with the prayers of the saints, went up 
before God out of the angel's hand. And the angel 
taketh the censer; and he filled it with the fire of 
the altar, and cast it upon the earth: and there fol- 
lowed thundering, and voices, and lightnings, and 
an earthquake" (Bev. 8:3-5). 

In the analysis of the foregoing three verses 
we find that there is an important fact which we 
wish to note, and that is essential to a full un- 
derstanding of why we are at the close of this 
age. We remember having heard many times the 
quotation of Jesus' statement that the gospel 
should be preached to all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem. That this gospel must be preached 
to all nations before the time the Lord comes, has 
been the theme of all religious denominations, and 
preachers have actually been heard to say it would 
take a thousand years before this could be. How- 
ever, the language of the Saviour here referred to 
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does not mean that some preacher, ordained by his 
particular church, must go in person and teach 
each subject individually. If it did, we would 
quite agree that it would require many years yet ; 
but when we come to reason, and leave out ''I 
and my church," we give the individual the Bible^ 
and let him learn from the simple word of God. 
Then, taking into account the millions of Bibles 
put out each year by the Gideons alone, and the' 
millions of people reading in every tribe, tongue 
and nation, and making our calculation from that 
point, we can have no trouble in arriving at the 
reasonable conclusion that this statement, made 
by Jesus while on earth, has been proved true.' 

All nations and creatures have heard the word 
of God preached when this trouble began, as this 
angel, who had 'Hhe golden censer and much 
incense" which **went up before God," is a rep- 
resentation of the gospel of Jesus Christ having 
been preached; and the silence in heaven which 
John saw was the fulfillment of this, the word of 
Jesus Christ, 

Then we note after he had burned the incense, 
and the fumes had ascended unto God, that ie 
took the censer and filled it with the fire of the 
altar, and cast it upon the earth, and there fol- 
lowed the earthquake, which has been set forth 
in this book. Then the burning of the incense and 
the ascension of it unto God was the fulfillment 

of Christ's word, and the casting to the earth of 
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the fire was the final struggle. The disturbances 
that followed were the signs which were to follow, 
and signify the falling of the fig leaves. This is 
proved further in the next verse: 

"And the seven angels which had the seven 
trumpets prepared themselves to sound" (Bev. 
8:6). 

Then, after having ascertained these facts, and 
realizing that John was sure of what he said, for 
he swore to it, let us wait and hear the angels 
sound, and see what takes place after each one 
sounds his trumpet, and then there can be no 
room left to question any part of it, as he describes 
the calamities we have seen transpiring day by day. 

''And the first angel sounded, and there followed 
hail and fire, mingled with blood, and they were 
cast upon the earth: and a third part of the earth 
was burnt up, and a third part of the trees was 
burnt up, and all the green grass was burnt up'' 
(Rev. 8: 7). 

The reader will call to mind the parables our 

Lord taught in person, while on earth, and why 

He taught in parables. He always reached the 

mind of His hearers in a way most fitting to the 

occasion. Sometimes He explained the parables, 

other times He didn't, but, invariably, whatever 

parable He used, it was to the point of opening 

up the mind so it might conceive the truths that 

followed. 
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John, also, in Revelation, teaches us in para^ 
bles, but the parables John taught were of future 
events, and intended to be understood when seen. 
That is probably the reason why our scholars have 
refrained from discussing this book heretofore, be- 
cause there was nothing in existence like it; and 
now, since we have the interpretation, we can see 
the story through and through. 

When this first angel sounded, John says there 
followed hail and fire, mingled with blood. Can 
we not refer back to nation No. 1, as referred to 
in a previous chapter, and see who this angel was, 
and what followed, and can we not discern the 
parables t Remember that on July 28, 1914, the 
conflict started with Austria and Serbia as No. 1, 
and then followed the things heretofore referred 
to by John. The sounding of the trumpets was 
the murder of the Crown Prince, and the time 
was after the gospel had been preached to all 
nations. Then the parable is plain to our minds, 
which has heretofore been a mystery, because it 
could not be seen. If we will follow out the play 
as we would a serial story in the picture show, we 
will have no trouble in locating the time and place 
for all the things John revealed to us in this 
sealed book, and will also be convinced why it 
was a sealed book he received. Then he says: 

''The second angel sounded, and as it were a 
great mountain burning with fire was cast into the 
sea: and the third part of the sea became blood;

and there died the third part of the creatures which 
were in the sea, even they that had life; and the 
third part of the ships were destroyed'' (Rev. 8: 
8,9). 

We now come to No. 2, as we have eniuner- 
ated in a previous chapter, and remember that 
on the first day of August, 1914, Germany entered 
the conflict, and cast the mountain of fire into 
the sea — ^namely, her submarines — ^and caused the 
havoc to be wrought that John saw in the isle 
of Patmos when he was banished from civilization; 
but remember, he was with the Lord. 

Could we imagine a more fitting scene than 

this, when we apply it to the cause and effect, or 

could there be a thing more real to the parable in 

all of its details! Jesus never made a better 

illustration of any parable He taught while on 

earth than He did through John, and John did 

to us through the Bevelation. The only difference 

there is in any sense is that the parables Jesus 

taught were something of immediate observation, 

and were perceivable at that moment, while John's 

parable referred to the things yet to be, and he 

intended for us to know them at the time when 

they were visible, which is to-day. We know the 

submarine was the thing that John said was like 

uncto a great mountain burning with fire. Note the 

term **like unto," and then see the likeness of 

the submarine when she is launched and goes forth 

dealing death to every ship she meets. Compare 
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the size of the submarine to-day to the boats then 
used, and see the likeness to a mountain. Also 
remember this was when angel No. 2 sounded, and 
that Germany entered the war with Russia on 
August 1, 1914. Hear him again when the third 
angel sounded, and observe the things that hap- 
pened, which makes us know that we see the 
things of which John saw the shadow. 

''And the third angel sounded, and there fell 
from heaven a great star, burning as a torch, and 
it fell upon the third part of the rivers, and upon 
the fountains of the waters; and the name of the 
star is called Wormwood; and the third part of the 
waters became wormwood; and many men died of 
the waters, because they were made bitter" (Rev. 
8:10, 11). 

We observe that here, at this time, is when Ger- 
many threw down the gauntlet to the world, and 
defied the civilized nations of the earth to come 
into the conflict, or else be ruled by the Kaiser 
and plutocracy. 

On the third day of Augiist, 1914, Germany 

declared war on Prance, but we observe that 

France didn't declare war on Germany until two 

days later, and after Germany had declared war 

on Belgium, and said, *'To hell with the treaty; 

it is only a scrap of paper." Then fell from 

heaven the star of bitterness, when all the third 

part of the earth became angry, and the cup of 

gall was spread from nation to nation as the beast 
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of the field grew more determined to conquer the 
world by force, and put the stamp of Kaiserism 
upon mankind. Do we see as John saw, or are 
we asleep T B^nember what Jesus said would 
happen to the man who slept at this time, and 
let us arouse out of the lethargy of idleness. It 
is your duty. Then the star that is called Worm- 
wood (which means wrath) fell from heaven ^m 
this date, or at the time when Germany broke her 
pledge of honor, and declared there was nothing 
in a contract between two nations. 

We had learned previous to this time to mis- 
trust our fellow-men in a business way, when it 
came to dealing with each other; but we had not 
learned to mistrust nations in dealing with nations 
before this calamity befell Belgium, and this dec- 
laration on the part of Germany was as great a 
treason as could have been perpetrated by man, 
and was the last of its kind to ever be committed 
by one, nation as against another. Since the 
battle of Armageddon has been fought, all nations 
ultimately will be governed as one, and such a 
treason will be impossible, for Jesus will rule in a 
world democracy to the good of mankind. 

"And the fourth angel sounded, and the third 
part of the sun was smitten, and the third part of 
the moon, and the third part of the stars; that the 
third part of them should be darkened, and the day 
should not shine for the third part of it, and the 
night likewise. And I saw, and I heard an angel, 
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flying in mid heaven, saying with a great voice, 
Woe, woe, woe, for them that dwell on earth, by 
reason of the other voices of the trumpet of the 
three angels, who are yet to sound" (Bev. 8: 12, 13). 

Let US remember that we are dealing with 
a parable that has heretofore been in darkness to 
us, because there was no likeness to it in the 
universe until the conflict prevailed that set on 
fire the entire world. Since then, we have only 
to analyze the contents of this prophecy, and 
make the calculation accurately. When Joel said, 
**I will pour out my Spirit upon all flesh; and 
your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, your 
old men shall dream dreams, your young men 
shall see visions," it was a mystery to the learned 
Jews of that day, because it was a parable of a 
thing that was not manifest; so when the thing 
took place that was the likeness of it on Pentecost, 
as is revealed in the second chapter of Acts of 
the Apostles, then Peter stood up, ^d told the 
wicked generation, ''This is that which was spoken 
of by Joel," they heard, and many were added 
to the church that day. Now, when we analyze 
the parable of John, and show the things taking 
place that John said would take place, what are 
you going to dot Will you continue to profit 
at your brother's expense, or will you be recon- 
ciled to the goodness and wisdom of God, and 
come to the Fountain of Life and drink of its 
waters t 
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And John said, ^' When the fourth angel sounded 
there followed the darkening of the son, and moon, 
and stars/' and so on. This signifies the greatest 
calamity that could befaU the world. On August 
4, 1914, Germany declared war on Belgium, France 
declared war on Germany at the same moment, and 
England declared war on Germany at the same 
time, making the darkest period of our age; not 
even the Dark Ages were a comparison to this 
that happened on the fourth of August, 1914. The 
veil was spread before our minds in the third part 
of the earth, and mankind forgot the light of the 
world. 

When John saw these things take place, and 
wrote for our salvation, he meant that we should 
know them when they transpired, or else his reve- 
lation was not a revelation at all, but rather a 
concealment of it. Was it not intended that we 
should understand it when it transpired? Yes, and 
it is really taking place, and we see it, and can 
not unsee it unless we close our eyes. Then he 
said he heard an angel flying in midheaven, say- 
ing, **Woe, woe, woe, to them that dwell on the 
earth, by reason of the three angels that are yet 
to sound." 

Can we not recall at this time our President 
personally touring our country, both by word of 
mouth and through the press explaining to us the 
great curses of unpreparedn^sst Do you remember 

the parable of a man who waited until his house 
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burned before he called out the fire department t 
We should recall many other like comparisons, in 
order that we may come to our sense of duty, and 
be ready for the othdr three angels that were yet 
to sound, John heard these, and tells us what 
happened at their sounding. 

We have said that our nation had the percep- 
tive powers of a divine prophet, and the conceptive 
powers of all nations, and, since starting to write 
this chapter, we have read our President's speech 
made in New York on September 27, 1918, and 
have observed in this speech the confirmation of 
aU we have said of this nation and its leaders. He 
has spoken to the world, and the world has heard 
him, and will obey his command, for he has con- 
ceived the truths of right between man and 
man, and nation and nation. ''Bight is might,'' 
and must prevail. When you I know you are 
right, you can look the world in the face and 
die by your principle without shuddering, as the 
apostle Paul did, and can say with, a clear con- 
science, and with honor and pride, '*! have fought 
a good fight; I have finished my course." . 

From the eighth chapter of Revelatito we have 
learned that the gospel has been preached to all 
nations according to the signs of the times, as John 
has revealed to us, and which is proved in the 
parables he has made of them. We have seen all 
the things take place just asT John saw them, except 
we have seen the real show, while John only saw 
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the scenario. We can not be mistaken in his par- 
able, for it is accurate in the most finite way, even 
to the submarines. If one had attempted to tell us 
six jears ago that John saw a time when twenty- 
eight nations were to be at war, you should have 
wanted the lunatic put in jaU for talking of such 
a thing. Now it is different^ and that all the 
things ar€> transpiring, and more wiU transpire 
before we see the end that John tells of, is mani- 
fest, and I am calling your attention to them lest 
we be found sleeping when the great day of the 
Lord comes. 

''Watch therefore, and be ready lest he come 
as a thief in the night." Do not be deceived. Do 
not look for the Lord to come in a different manner 
than He should come. Do not rely too much on 
what you have heard men say of His coming, but 
accept Him when He does come. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

OPENING OF THE SEVEN SEALS 

(Continued) 

(Revelation 9.) 

IT is very important that the reader understand 
the proper division of the seal of the sounding 
of the last three angels, and, in order to do that, he 
must keep in mind the right thing, not losing sight 
of a single paragraph. As We read world history, 
it is possible for us to reveal the whole truth to 
you so far as it has transpired. Bear in mind that 
John saw before the throne seven angels, and 
each had a trumpet to sound, or, as we com* 
monly say, each fellow must **blow his own horn." 
These trumpets referred to represent the im* 
portant events, or reason, upon which eacH nation 
depends for its salvation. Man having rolled 
up the heavens as a scroll, forgetting the real,' 
the good, the God of his likeness, has his own 
reason for doing as he does, and the vision of 
^ese angels John saw in the manifestation of 
this. 

Up to this point, he has dealt with four of 
these angels who stood before the throne of God, 
and in concluding the story of the fourth he

calls special attention to the last three, which are 
yet to sound: 

''And the fifth angel sounded and I saw a star 
from heaven fall upon the earth: and there was 
given to him the key of the pit of the abyss. And 
he opened the pit of the ab3r80; and there went up 
a smoke out of the pit as the smoke of a great fur- 
nace; and the sun and the air were darkened by 
reason of the smoke of the pit" (Bev. 9: 1, 2). 

First, it is necessary to understand about this 
pit, this fifth angel, and the things that happened 
when he sounded. Take into account the fact that 
this abyss means hell, and up to this point there 
were five declarations of war, as follows: On July 
28, 1914, Austria declared war on Serbia; then, on 
August 1, Germany declared war cm Russia; Au- 
gust 3, Germany declared war on France, and on 
August 4, Germany declared war on Belgium, and 
on this date both France and Great Britain 
declared war cm Germany — ^this being the great 
day of events we have heretofore noted. Now, 
from a further understanding of this chapter, and 
the things which followed, we must conclude 
France was the nation John singles out as being 
No. 5 of his order. When this signal was given, 
and when the star fell from heaven, the key to 
hell, or the abyss, was given, and there went up 
out of the pit smoke as of a great furnace, and the 
sun was darkened ; all of which signifies that when 

France came out with this key and opened the way 
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to democracy, trouble followed, which is repre- 
sented in the ascension of the smoke and the 
darkening of the sun and the air. Hear John in 
the next paragraph, see what happens, and then 
form your own conclusion: 

"And out of the smoke came forth locusts upon 
the earth; and power wa^ given them, as the scor- 
pions of the earth have power. And it was said 
unto them that they should not hurt the grass of 
the earth, neither any green thing, neither any tree, 
but only such men as have not the seal of God in 
their foreheads. And it was given them that they 
should not kill them, but that they should be tor- 
mented five months: and their torment was as the 
torment of a scorpion, when it striketh a man. And 
in those days men shall seek death, and shall in no 
wise find it; and they shall desire to die, and death 
fleeth from them'' (Bev. 9: 3-6). 

Remembering that war is hell, and "- that this 

key represented the opening of the way when all 

the nations were drawn into it on the fourth of 

August, we will have no trouble in locating the 

important points of the parable as revealed. Out 

of this smoke came forth upon the earth the locusts 

that had great power; but they were restricted in 

that they were not to hurt the green grass or 

trees. The representation of grass and trees so 

often referred to by John signifies the peaceful 

population of the earth, with few exceptions. So 

those locusts were restricted in their power of de- 
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structioii, and were not to destroy the peaceful 

population, but only such men as had not the seal 

of God upon their foreheads. ''And it was given 

them that they should not kill them, but that they 

should be tormented five months." Unto what 

is the parable of the locusts to be likened! Did 

you ever see them when they come in May and 

June, with their noise f We have heard stories 

of them being so thick in some communities that 

they darkened the sun. Their noise is made with 

their wing8> and is annoying when it comes in 

large volume. They make a great noise with their 

wings, and look like an airship. So when John 

saw the locusts come out of this smoke upon earth, 

he had the picture weU in mind of the airships 

that France brought forth to guard her lines, and 

to observe the progress of the German armies. It 

mattered not if Germany was brutal in the use of 

her airships in dropping bombs on Paris and other 

French cities and towns. France was humane 

enough not to allow her air fleet to seek reprisal 

on German towns or cities for many months. When 

this period of five months that John refers to was 

over, or after France had eudured it as long as she 

could, she then declared a reprisal, and went forth 

with the same degree of destruction Germany had 

been practicing on her cities. These machines were 

a great torment, and destroyed subjects on both 

sides. And there were many tales told of the 

horror-stricken public of France, as well as of the 
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terror in the German armies behind the lines, when 
a fleet of airplanes was seen. 

Before we go further into the comparison, let 
us remember one more point John makes that is 
impressive. He says: *'In those days, men shall 
seek death, and shall in no wise find it; . . . and 
death fleeth from them." Can we not recall the 
accounts we read of whole cities of people going 
well-nigh crazy, and many killing themselves be- 
cause of fright, when airplanes appeared? We 
remember reading one story of an old lady who 
prayed for God to take her life, and made every 
possible attempt to end it, but with no avail. These 
are the things that John saw: 

''And the shapes of the locusts were like onto 
horses prepared for war; and upon their heads as it 
were crowns like unto gold, and the faces were as 
men's faces, and they had hair as the hair of 
women, and their teeth were as the teeth of lions. 
And they had breastplates, as it were breastplates 
of iron; and the sound of their wings was as the 
sound of chariots, of many horses rushing to war. 
They have tails like unto scorpions, and stings; 
and in their tails is their power to hurt men five 
months. They have over them as king the angel of 
the abyss: his name in Hebrew is Abaddon, and in 
the Greek tongue, he hath the name Apollyon'' 
(Eev. 9: 7-11). 

Taking into consideration the likeness of ^these 

locusts John saw, and making the comparison to 
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our modem airplanes, we can see very plainly 
the parable. John said: ''The shapes of the locusts 
were like unto horses prepared for war.'' When 
we look upon the body of the airplane, with its 
gearing and runners, together with the other essen- 
tial appliances, where could we find a more fitting 
likeness than that of a horse prepared for battle? 
''Upon their heads as it were crowns like unto 
gold, and their faces were as men's faces." hook 
again and observe the aviator, as he sits perched 
in his seat with his life-belt strapped around him, 
ready for a flight, and draw your own conclusion 
as to whether this is the thing John saw. See 
him there with his helmet on that covers his face, 
and the streamers down his back, and imagine a 
more fitting picture of him than this likenesa 
These locusts, he said, "had breastplates, as it 
were breastplates of iron; and the sound of their 
wings was as the sound of chariots, of many horses 
rushing to war." 

Again sum up the likeness of the parable and 
stand amazed to see such a wonderful conception. 
Hear the sound of the propeller of the modem 
war-machine as it whizzes through the air, and 
observe its breastplates of iron. Remember, the 
parables Jesus taught were of immediate observa- 
tion and clearly conveyed the story, while John's 
parables were not manifest before, yet Jesus never 
taught a more fitting lesson than this one John 

teaches of the airplane. 
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''And they have tails like unto scorpions, and 
stings; and in their tails is their power to hurt 
men." Observe this scene; see the great rudder 
of the modem airplane armed for war with its 
machine-guns mounted fore and aft. Ending his 
vision of the airplane, John says ''they had over 
them as king, the angel of the abyss, whose name 
was destruction," or the place of destruction, mean- 
ing the same in both tongues he referred to. Apply 
the organization of aviators with their head, as 
it really was, commanding the squadron as they 
went forth, and we realize his story was correct, 
and the parable of the locusts was a true picture 
of our modem air-fleet going forth out of the 
smoke to torment, and lay out the path for our 
allies whereby they might go on to the finish. 

"The first Woe is past: behold, there come two 
Woes hereafter" (Eev. 9: 12). 

These woes referred to in the opening of this 
seal described in detail all the matters of any 
importance necessary to a full understanding of 
the Book of Revelation, and we caution the reader 
to note its connection and comparison .with only 
a degree of reasoning, and then come to your own 
conclusion as to whether this is the parable John 
taught. 

"And the sixth angel sounded, and I heard a 
voice from Iflie horns of the golden altar which is 
before God, one saying to the sixth angel which had 
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the trumpety Loose the four angels which are bound 
at the great river Euphrates. And the four angels 
were loosed, which had been prepared for the hour, 
imd day, and month, and year, that they should kill 
the third part of men. And the number of the 
armies of the horsemen ^Dere twice ten thousand 
times ten thousand: I heard the number of them" 
(Eev. 9: 13-16). 

Observing, in the above paragraph, the fact 
that the four angels who were bound were to be 
loosed, and remembering that before this each 
of these four angels represented the four great 
nations — that is to say, Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 — 
we come to the beginning of the conflict where the 
great trouble started, and view the situation from 
there. These four angels were loosed, or the four 
nations made their preparations to enter the war, 
and they entered to kill the third part of men. He 
says that the number of the horsemen was twice ten 
thousand times ten thousand, and he heard the num- 
ber of them. No doubt we are ready to concede that 
these horsemen were literal horsemen, but a careful 
scrutiny of the facts shows that this army of horse- 
men was the army of tanks they used in Europe, as 
is revealed from a further consideration of John's 
vision. 

He says: "Thus I saw the horsemen in the 

vision.'* Observe, ''Thus I saw the horsemen," 

also : 

"And them that sat on them, having breast- 
plates 09 of fire, and of jacinth, and of brimstone: 
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and the heads of the borses are ss the heads of lions; 
and out of their mouths proceedeth fire, and smoke, 
and brimstone. By these three plagues was the third 
part of men killed, by the fire, and by tiie smoke, 
and the brimstone, which proceeded out of their 
mouths. For the power of the horses is in their 
mouth and in their tails: for their tails are like unto 
serpents, and have heads; and with thrai they do 
hurt" (Eev. 9: 17-19). 

Looking at this description, and making a 

comparison to that of the tanks used in the war, we 

see a very fitting portrait. Note that "they that 

sat on them had breastplates as of fire, and of 

jacinth and of brimstone.'' Fire first, because when 

the tank rolls out upon the battlefield, with its 

glowing port-holes from which men shoot, it is 

a very fitting resemblance. When John saw "their 

breastplates as of fire," he saw them as they came 

forth upon the battlefield. Next he says their 

breastplates look like jacinth, or a large fiower. 

Could you imagine something more real than 

that, when we look^a^gain at the camouflage around 

tiie port-holes t He said that it was as "brimstone, 

and the heads of the horses are as the heads of 

lions, and out of their mouths proceeded fire, and 

smoke, and brimstone, and by these three plagues 

were the men killed." We do not need to carry 

this parable any further in order to see the 

truths it contains in its likeness of our war-tank, 

but we will note the fact that it was with this 
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smoke and fire and brimstone that the third part 
of men were killed. 

We know the effect as it comes forth discharging 
the gases and deadly missiles, which is the parable 
of the things seen. Sufficient to say that the tanks 
were^this army of horsemen, and the equipment 
revealed completes the argument for us. For 
their heads and tails are like unto serpents, and 
have power to kill. We remember the thing that 
made the tanks effective was the fact that, it 
matters not from what angle they are approached, 
they have a defence, as they crawl along like 
serpents. 

''And the rest of mankind, which were not killed 
with these plagues, repented not of the works of 
their hands, that they should not worship devils, and 
the idols of gold, and of silver, and of brass, and of 
stone, and of wood; which can neither see, nor hear, 
nor walk; and they repented not of their murders, 
nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor 
of their thefts" (Eev. 9: 20, 21). 

Observing what we read in these last two 
verses, we wonder why men are so determined that 
their way prevail instead of the way of the Lord. 
There can be no question in the minds of the 
knowing public as to what all nations were fight- 
ing for, when we read this twentieth verse of the 
ninth chapter of Revelation, and observe what the 
Revelation reveals to us; analyze it, and see what 

it contains, and we find that the commerce of the 
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world 18 the propelling power. Germany lias built 
up a vast trade, and yet she had no outlet to the 
\ markets, because England c(»itr<dled the seas. 
Hence Germany's own salvation, from a commercial 
standpoint, was to control the Dardanelles and the 
Central Powers. She made her preparations for 
this final test of strength by a physical force that 
must ultimately perish. Here John saw this great 
calamity befaU all nations. Note, he says, the 
rest of mankind, which were not killed with these 
plagues, repented not of the works of their hands, 
that they should not worc^ip devils, and the idols 
of gold, and of silver, and of brass, and of stone, and 
of wood, which can neither see nor hear nor walk-; 
and they repented not of their murders, nor of 
their sorceries, nor of their fornications, nor of 
their thefts. 

Bemember the time when the United States 
entered this war, on the side of right, and observe 
the things taking place of which John tells us. 
Germany had become an outlaw in the sight of 
the world, in her robbing the commerce of the 
sea; and she had captured many boats ladened 
with merchandise bound for other countries, and 
conveyed them to her own ports. She had grown 
so obnoxious to the civilized world, in the abuse 
of the rights of nations, that all nations were pro- 
testing against her. Finally she beccune so vile 
in her actions as to sink the "Lusitania,'' and the 

murder of innocent women and children was no 
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crime in her siglit. Then the United States called 
a halt on her depredation, and she repented not 
of her murders, nor sorceries, nor fornications. 

To conclude this chapter, we have learned that 
the parable of the locusts, referred to the airplane; 
that the horses were the tanks; that the thing the 
nations fought for was commercialism; that Ger- 
many was the propelling force of it by reason 
of her geographical surroundings, and that, when 
she was called to account for her misdoings, she 
repented not. We also learn from the foregoing 
chapter that the parables are complete when we 
view the things which they portray, and there is 
no question about the truths revealed. 
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CHAPTER X. 

OPENING OF THE SEVEN SEALS 

(Continued) 

(Bevelation 10.) 

HAVING learned in the previous chapter the 
cause of the World War, naturally the reader 
will want to conclude this study at once, and learn 
the final outcome. However, this would be an im- 
practical conclusion, as there are many things of 
vital importfiAce revealed that we must not over- 
look. 

We believe that '*all scripture is given by 
inspiration of God, and is profitable for doc- 
trine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness: that the man of God may be 
perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good works'' 
(2 Tim. 3:16, 17). 

And basing our faith upon this principle, it 
becomes us '^not to shun to declare the whole 
counsel of God'' (Acts 20:27). 

Hence we will deal with Bevelation as a whole, 

and when we come to the end, we will close it. We 

trust that those who read will find in Revelation 

subject-matter of sufficient interest to induce them 

to continue the story as it proceeds. Before enter- 
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iug into an analysis of this chapter, we desire to 
reiterate a fact here that is important for a full 
understanding of this story. That is, that John, in 
dealing with the important events of this war, and 
the leading characters of it, also deals with them 
&om different angles, and makes his comparison 
always to a likeness of the thing, in a way plain 
to our minds. Heretofore John has referred to the 
four nations from many points, making, each time 
a complete analysis. First, he saw four creatures 
around the throne, full of eyes before and behind. 
Then he saw four horses come forth, with the 
creatures riding thereon, and the next, four angels 
standing on the four comers of the earth, holding 
the commerce of the world in their hands, and 
last, though not least, he separates them, and sees- 
them as single angels. He now says in this tenth 
chapter of Revelation: 



' * I saw another strong angel coming down out of 
heaven, arrayed with a doud; and the rainbow was 
upon his head, and his face was as the sun, and his 
feet as pillars of fire; and he had in his hand a 
little book open: and he set his right foot upon 
the sea, and his left foot upon the earth; and he 
cried with a great voice as a lion roareth'^ (Bev. 
10: l-3a). 

Observing this subject, we find remaining these 

significant facts. First comes a strong angel 

clothed in a cloud, and a rainbow upon his head, 

and his face as the sun, and his feet as pillars of 
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fire. Does this not portray the characteristics 
of militarj rule tc^ our mind% when we see this 
picture t Analyze it and see. He was a strong 
angel, he had a rainbow about his head, and was 
clothed with a doud. Of course we all ccHicede 
the strength of the German Empire now, but could 
not imagine its power as a nation in the commercial 
world until we had tested it. Nor could we appre- 
ciate the extent of its military organizations, which 
represented the cloud it was clothed with, until 
it had been tested. So in this paragraph we learn 
what these things represented. Tq analyze it more 
fully, we look again at the other attribute hereto- 
fore referred to, and find harmony in its contents. 
The angel's face was as the sun, and his feet were 
as pillars of fire. The glowing enthusiasm of the 
German Empire to conquer the world was tiie 
sun upon his face, and the destruction wrought 
by its armies were the pillars of fire of his feet. He 
had a little book open in his hand^ and he set 
his right foot upon the sea, and his left foot upon 
the land, which refers to the trealy with Belgixun 
as being the open book, the submarine force as the 
foot on the sea, and his mighty army and military 
power as the one on the land. The trealy with 
Belgium was an open book, known and read by 
all nations; but the Elaiser said: ^'To hell with 
it." His power was set upon the sea in subma- 
rine force, and upon the land in military strength. 

^'He came forth with a great voice, as a lion 
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roareth : and when he cried, the seven thunders 
uttered their voices." Hear him again boasting 
of the influence and power of his organization, and. 
of his supremacy in military tactics. 

For the reasons above enumerated, John could 
not have seen a better likeness of this picture. Let 
us say further that there is no law of reasoning 
to convey to our minds another time yet in the 
future that will compare in detail to this that has 
just transpired. When, therefore, we lock the 
situation over, and are able to make a calqiidaticm 
so accurate, will'we be as the Jews were in the ages 
gone by! Ood forbid that we shall have part in 
another war between nations. This last one would 
be fought in vain if that were so. If man does 
not come to a higher civilized state now, and 
learn that there is a way to stop wars, he is 
unable to profit by the lessons which history 
teaches. 

''And wben the sevdn thmiders uttered their 
voices, I was about to wiite: and I heard a voice 
from heaven saying, Seal up the things which the 
seven thmiders uttered, and write them nof (Bev. 
10:4). 

We will stop here and call your attention to 
these things that John heard and did not reveal 
to us. Why he did^ not desire to reveal them to 
us is a question in the minds of many. Yet when 
we come to a scientific analysis of it, it did not 
apply to us and our age. So John was commanded 
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to seal up this pairt of the Beyelation. We could 
never believe that the Bible, being our way-bill 
from earth to heaven, contained mysteries, except 
in Revelation, and that is not a mystery now. 

One time when the writer was telling his con- 
gregation this, there was a gentleman in the 
audience who challenged the statement, and said 
he believed there were many mysteries in the 
Bible. **If you will tell me why this is not a 
mystery," he said, **I will agree that you are 
right," and he told of a certain woman that was 
brought before the Saviour, accused of adultery. 
He explained the case, after which he pointed out 
particularly the fact that, after hearing the story 
of those accusing her, the Saviour stooped down 
and wrote upon the ground, and when He arose 
the crowd had dispersed. Then he further said: 
''Just what the Saviour wrote upon the ground 
is a mystery to me and many others." He was 
informed that that myiJtery was not in the Bible j 
it was on the ground. And so it is in this part 
of John's vision. The mystery of the seven thun- 
ders was not for us, and will be analyzed when 
we come to that age. 

■ 

''And tSie ang^ whitsh I saw etanding upon the 
sea and upon the earth lifted up his right hand to 
heaven, and swore by him that liyeth for ever and 
ever, who created the heaven and the things that are 
thereinj and the earth and the things that are 
therein, and the sea and the things that are therein, 
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that there riudl be time no longer; bat in the days 
of the voice of the seventh angel, when he is abont 
to sound, then is finished the myaierj of GK>d, 
according to the good tidings which he declared to 
his servants the prophets'' (Bev. 10: 5-7). 

In the division of this paragraph there is this 
point to observe; namely, this strong angel swear- 
eth by heaven and earth that time should be no 
more. Having learned that this strong angel with 
the voice of a lion was the Eidser, and that his 
manners were in confirmation of the things John 
reveals, we then conclude that his challenge td 
the world — ^that he would fight the world — ^was a 
declaration that time should be no more. This, 
in his argument to his subjects, gave sufficient 
proof of his position to convince them he was 
correct, and the (German people therefore entered 
the conflict with a firmly fixed resolution that 
they were going to fight to the end. Can you not 
remember that this Q^rman attitude was widely 
reflected in the press throughout the United States 
at the outset of the war, to say nothing of it in 
Germany} We can remember time and time again 
hearing this boast flung forth by those in sym- 
pathy with Germany. Undoubtedly, if this was 
the sentiment here in the United States, it must 
^have had a more open declaration in the German 
Empire, where John saw it start 

All in all, what could this oath have meant, in 
that it said, *'Time should be no more'*! Did, 
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the Kaiser discern the fact that the things taking 
shape at that time were the fulfillment of John's 
prophecy? No. Nor did he observe that the end 
of monarchy was near at hand, and that a world 
democracy would be substituted therefor. John 
heard him swear this oath, an^ called our atten- 
tion to it so we could measure it by the law of 
events as the other important things transpired. 
In another term, it was merely one of the facts 
noted in order that we be reconciled to the truth 
that his parable was manifest to us when we 
might have the evidence produced in 13ie trial 
of the case before the world court. The people 
of the world are the jury, and the monarchial 
governments of the world are on trial before 
this jury, and will receive a fair and impartial 
verdict. 

' John tells us in the next verse that this time 
is not yet. When tiie Kaiser made this declaration 
he did not understand that there were several 
things to transpire before the fulfillment of time. 
This is conveyed more definitely in the next verse: 

''But hi the days of the voice of the seventh 
angel, when he is about to sound, then is finished 
the mystery of God." 



(( 



Note the continuation of this story in the term, 
But in the days/' etc., that he refers to, and we 
see the fact remains that tiie mystery of God 
(which is Bevelatfon) is to be finished, aud when 
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we have followed out the story of the seventh 
angel to its conclusion, we will have understood 
more completely what he refers to in this con- 
nection, and when it is to be fulfilled: 

"And the voice which I heard from heaven, I 
hea/rd it again speaking with me, and saying, Go, 
take the book which is open in the hand of the 
angel which standeth upon the sea and the earth. 
And I went unto the angel, saying unto him that he 
should give me the little book. And he saith unto 
me. Take it, and eat it up; and it shall make thy 
belly bitter, but in thy mouth it shall be sweet as 
honey" (Eev. 10: 8, 9). 

Now, in the above quotation we observe that we 
come back to the place where he stopped in the 
narrative of this little book, and gives us more 
light on the application of it to the parable of the 
treaty between Belgium and Germany. When 
the Kaiser took the treaty and destroyed it, or 
said it was only a scrap of paper, he had uncon- 
sciously fulfilled the prophecy of Eevelation. When 
the voice was heard again from heaven, telling 
John to go take this open book out of his hand, 
John obeyed, and then followed the bitterness of 
wrath. 

The Kaiser replied: "I will make it bitter in 
your belly; but in your mouth it will be sweet 
as honey." 

Of course we can readily discern the sweetness 

it was to the little country of Belgium in standing 
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hy her treaty, and remaining ready to die for it, as 
well as the boast of the Kaiser that he would make 
it bitter in her belly. It was a bitter drop 
for Belgium, when we view it from the angle of 
military dominance. But she swallowed it, and 
battled against the odds of humiliation caused by 
the tyrannical rule of Prussianism. 

In the opening of our argument on Bevela- 
tion, we told you that John saw three books of 
importance in his vision, and that he dealt with 
them in their regular order, making the necessary 
distinction between them which enabled us to know 
their place and contents. The first one he dealt 
with was the Book of Bevelation, or the sealed 
book, and the second one was this little book that 
we now have under discussion, and the third book 
is the Book of Life, or the New Law, which we 
will deal with in its regular order when we arrive 
at the place of its beginning. , ' 

We now wish to call attention to the book we 
have before us in this chapter, and the one here- 
tofore mentioned. The first one was a book of 
mysteries, and referred to Revelation, which is no 
longer a book of mysteries, as we can see to-day 
all it contains, and can read the parable with 
perfect understanding, because we see it as it 
is; while this little book, upon which so much 
of the horror and integrity of all nations de- 
pended, is at hand for our consideration. We 
wish to be perfectly frank in our dealings with 
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it, so as not to engender strife or malice in the 
minds of one nation against another, but rather 
that aU nations may know their exact standing 
in the body poUtic, and wiU ultimately come to 
the court of justice with clean hands, ready to 
say to the jury: ''Tour decision is fair, and we 
are all satisfied with our porti<m as meted out to 
us by the court." The honor and integrily of all 
nations depend upon this little hocky for it was 
the breaking of this contract between nations that 
was so bitter. Who would have thought that 
nations eould not be relied upon to comply with 
their agreements, and that one nation would not. 
respect its contract with another t 

Reasoning from cause to effect and locating 
the cause, we could not doubt the effect of, or 
reason for, nations committing a breach of their 
contract. Remember Germany's geographical posi- 
tioii on the map, and her object to control the 
commerce of at least her own country, and we 
will have no trouble in locating the reason for 
her breaking a treaty. There is another reason 
underlying the whole World War, that must be 
uprooted before there can come an enduring 
peace, and that fundamental thing is the love of 
the almighty dollar, bred in nations as well as 
individuals. Why should' the world go to war 
for this reason when we could have settled the 
trouble without a man being killed, if we had 
only acted as men should f There is no reason 
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for it otherwise than that man had built this 
infernal machine of war on the pretext of protect- 
ing his country, while if man was really in a 
better civilized state and trusted his neighbor, he 
would not have to guard his house. In the mean- 
time, this outcome is only the result of man's 
doing, and God's revelation of it is the manifesta- 
tion of His wisdom in foreseeing the outcome of 
man's production. 

These many years of toil in the production of 
war weapons had resulted in so large an output 
that they had consumed a great per cent, of the 
world !s wealth; besides, nations^ in their desire 
to build the most destructive fleets and armies, had 
lost sight of the real, the good, the God, and now 
their strength had become so great in the art of 
war that no one nation dared to let its army 
or navy come below the standard, lest it be at- 
tacked by the strong nations, which did not consider 
their contracts worth the paper upon which they 
were written. Their love of money, and tiie 
protection of it, was their only god. Now that the 
tiipe has come that all nations are going to 
destroy this power and remove the incentive for 
war, by putting a different standard on man, we 
will live in a different world altogether, and our 
goal will be the good, the God, the real, the life' 
that we should really live. 

In the conclusion of this chapter John says, 

after telling us of the things discussed herein: 
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"And thej bbj onto me, Thou must ^lo^phesy 
again over many peoples and nations and tongaee 
and kings'' (Bev. 10: U). 



He refers in this to ''They say unto me," ip^iiich 
signifies now a change in his argument again, that 
we will observe in the next chapter, as we have 
heretofore, not leaving oat a single paragraph of 
it; and when we have finished the Book of Reve- 
lation trcm. this view, we will be satisfied with 
having dcme our dul^. We will then conclude 
just as it concludes, so that all may see the 
beauty, harmony and wisdom it contains, together 
with the many rich blessings. 
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CHAPTER XI, 

OPENING OF THE SEVEN SEALS 

((Zontinuecl) 

(Bevelation 11.) 

WE said, in concluding the previous chapter, 
that the language used signified a change in 
John's argument, and after a careful study of 
it we learn that John abruptly leaves off the 
parables he has heretofore revealed, and deals 
with an altogether different subject. When start- 
ing to write this book, we had in mind one 
continued volume from the first of Bevelation to 
the last, but, finding that John drops the matter 
of war here, and takes up another thought, we 
have therefore concluded to close this volume 
and finish Bevelation in a second volume, dealing 
with the things in it as we have in l^is, so that 
all may have the full advantage of a true revela- 
ti(»i of its contents. 

'There is a twofold object impelling us to this 
course, as follows: First, John closes the parable 
of the war up to here, and we have seen its ful- 
fillment, while in the latter part of his work he 
deals with things not yet manifest, and to deal 

with them would be from a different realization 
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altogether, as they have not jet transpired, and 
to deal with things that are jet to transpire would 
be speculation, or, as we have said before, a proph- 
ecy on prophecy. There is no question in the 
writer's mind, however, as to the things that are 
yet to transpire, and whatever he would say in 
the way of argument would be scientifically 
arranged. Tet the reading public could take issue 
with this, and argue that there was no likeness, and, 
it would be correct in its contentions. John has^ 
in this chapter that we are now analyzing, dealt 
with the World War and its cause, and here he 
comes to an abrupt consummation and deals with 
the temporary end of it. However, in a further 
consideration of the last angri's sounding, he 
depicts the things that must happen after this 
temporary peace, or, we might say, the armistice 
of all belligerent nations^- whereby they are to come 
to an understanding of their grievances. They- 
fail in this, whereby the trouble is raiewed, and 
John says that this woe is worse than all the 
rest of the woes. This is revealed in the closing 
of tfie previous chapter, where he was to ''prophesy 
again over many peoples and nations and tongues 
and kings." 

In the next chapter he starts with this proph- 
ecy, in which we see his argument of the armistice 
that has been heretofore mentioned. We who are 
Bible scholars know that the first four books of the 
New Testament are books under the Old' Law, and 
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are the history of the things that occurred, and which 
fulfilled the law, causing it to be taken out of our 
way and nailed to the cross. So in this, the eleventh' 
chapter of Bevelation, John finishes up the story and 
gives us a history of the things ; that is, a conclusion 
of his previous parables, and an opening up of the 
way to the sounding of the last woe, whidi will 
be known when it happens. After learning that 
John wa» to prophesy again over many nations 
and kings, he then proceeds to tell us what hap- 
pened in this new prophecy which marks the turn- 
ing-point in this volume, and makes it necessary 
on our part to write the second. He says: 

''And there was given me a reed like onto a rod: 
and one said, Rise, and measare the temple of God, 
and the altar, and them that worship therein. And 
the court whic^ is without the temple leave without, 
and measure it not; for it hath been given unto the 
nations: and the holy city shall they tread under 
foot forty and two months" (Bev. 11: 1, 2). 

Now, there was given unto John a reed like 
unto a rod, and he was to measure the temple of 
God, and the altar, and them that worship therein. 
This again conveys to us a new line of thought, and 
is intended to cause us to do some prophesying; 
that is, our readers will do the prophesying. We 
shall remain with the divine law: "Ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make you free." 
"What was this reed that was given unto Johnt He 
says it was like unto a rod. Let us refer to a 
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fact formerly stated, and remember that the na- 
tions were to be ruled as with a rod of iron, which 
signifiea a law. Now, John was gjiv&x a vision of 
this law; that is to say, John has come to this 
abrupt end of the war, and sees a time when a 
meeting is held to measure the grieyances of all 
nations, and this rod is that law that aU are to 
approye. « However, they do not agree here, as we 
will learn in the next volume. He says that ''this 
court must be left out, because it has been given 
unto the nations.'' This affirms our statement with- 
out a further analysis of it on our part, as we 
can see the truth in the application if we only 
apply it correctly. '*And the holy city shall' they 
tread under foot forty and two months." Who is 
to do thisf He has just told us that all nations 
were to do this. Do not we see the truth as 
revealed, and have we not seen the Holy City 
trodden under foot for almost the time Jdm says 
it should beT 

''And I win give tmto my two witnesses, and 
t^ey shall prophesy a thousand two hundred and 
threescore days, dothed in sackcloth. These are 
the two oliye trees and the two candlesticks, stand- 
ing before the Lord of the earth'' (Bey. 11: 3, 4). 

Befyre I proceed with the above quotation, I 

desire you to refer to the paragraph of the previous 

verse that said, ''This court must be left out 

because it was given unto man." John refers in 

this to the exact thing to which the Kaiser made 
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reference when he said the treaty did not apply 
to the condition that existed between the two 
countries. That is to say, a law does not endure 
when man makes it, as the people outgrow it. This 
is manifest in our own communities. There is not 
a man in our country but who violates some 
statute of our common law each day, as the law 
does not apply. Men in business overdraw their 
bank accounts, and men and women go to the 
picture shows on Sunday. Both of these are vio- 
lations of our statutes, and do not apply to the 
conditions that surround the case, hence we are aU 
lawbreakers in a strict sense, as well as violators 
of the law of Christ. So, John was told to leave 
out the court, as it did not comply with the condi- 
tions, as it had reached its zenith when nations 
would violate their word with nations. 

Then he says, **I will give unto my two wit- 
nesses, and they shall prophet a thousand two 
hundred and threescore days." John tells us who 
these two prophets are. First, we note that 
the length of time they are to teach or prophesy 
is three years and six months. Bear in mind that 
Revelation is a parable of things to be seen, and 
when we come to the two prophets before referred 
to, we sum up their likeness to capital and labor in 
that John says they are like the two olive-trees or 
two candlesticks. Labor on one side holds out the 
branch of peace, and capital, on the other side, the 

shining light in her vast vaults of wealth. 
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Thia IB that which stands before the Lord of 
the earthy because John says: 

''If anj man desirath to hurt tlLem, fire pro- 
eeedeth out of their moath, and devonreth their eno- 
mies; and if anj man desireth to hurt them, in this 
manner must he be killed. These have the power tp 
shut the heavens that it rain not during the days of 
their prophecy; and thej have power over the waters 
to torn them into blood, and to smite the earth with 
every plague, as often as they shall desire" (Bev. 
11:5, «). 

Whosoever dares to interfere between them in 
those days must be killed. The writer knows the 
parable here is of these two forces, as they are the 
only forces on earth that have the power to do the 
things John enumerates. 

''When they shall have finished their testimony, 
the beast that cometh up out of the abyss shall 
make war with them, and overcome them, and hill 
them. And their dead bodies lie in the street of the 
great dty, which spiritually is called Sodom and 
Egypt, where also their Lord was crucified" (Bev. 
11:7,8). 

Note here, that after John told us whs^ would 

happen to the one who interfered between capital 

and labor, this beast came up out of the abyss 

and made war with them. "Why did the beast 

make war with them, and who was the beast f" you 

ask. Let us see. Here is capital and labor, at the 

time of the armistice, coming together and settling 

their difficulties. Then come the commercial inter- 
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ests of all nations out of the abyss, and stamp 
out what they have done, and then follows the 
trouble that we are to learn of in our next volume. 
The time it requires for this agreement and 
disagreement to be reached is the time referred to 
in the first of this argument, and the trouble 
referred to is also the one previously conveyed 
in the starting of the war, in that we located the 
cause of it; namely, the Dardanelles as a con- 
trolling force of the commercial interests of the 
European powers. 

''And from among the peoples and tribes and 
tongnes and nations do men look upon their dead 
bodies t&ree days and a half, and suffer not their 
dead bodies to be laid in a tomb. And they that 
dwell on the earth rejoice over them, and make 
merry; and they shaU send gifts one to another; 
because these two prophets tormented them that 
dwell on the earth. And after three days and* a half 
the breath of life from God entered into them, and 
they stood upon their feet; and great fear fell upon 
them that beheld them" (Bey. 11: 9-11). 

After this upheaval, when the beast comes up 
out of the abyss and kills these two prophets, the 
people^^make merry, because they had given them 
much trouble. Could we imagine a more fitting 
likeness of this than the agitation of the two ques- 
tions above mentioned as that representing these two 
prophets, capital and labor T Behold, again, this 
question is only settled for a short time ; God 

intercedes, raises the question in His own way, and 
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the ^masses are mnch amazed. They would not 
allow even their corpses to be put away because 
they were so elated over the settlement, which was 
still not final. 

''And thej heard a great voice from heayen say- 
ing tmto them, Come up hither. And thej went up 
into heaven in the cloud; and tiieir enemies beheld 
them. And in that hour there was a great earth- 
quake, and the tenth part of the city fell; and there 
were killed in the earthquake seven thousand per- 
sons: and the. rest were affrighted, and gave glory 
to the God of heaven" (Eev. 11: 12, 13). 

Let US not forget what these elements represent 
from a previous teaching of John on this subject; 
that is, the cloud and earthquake. Then let ns 
see that these two prophets went up into heaven 
in a cloud, or the great, omnipotent Mind over- 
shadowed the tumult, and a great earthquake 
followed, which signifies an upheaval, as heretofore 
taught. And the tenth part of the city fell, or 
there was a tenth part of the nations ready to 
surrender to the will of the people after there 
had been killed seven thousand, we may say, of 
the leaders who will be instrumental in precipi- 
tating the calamity, and halting the settlement of 
so great an issue as that between capital and 
labor. Note that the time in which this occurs 
was one hour, and then remember that the apple 
ripens fast after it begins to mellow. 

"The second Woe is past: behold, the third Woe 
cometh quickly" (Bev. 11: 14). 
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Therefore we see our line of reasoning is in 
accord with John's vision. 

"And tlie seventh angel sounded; and there fol- 
lowed great voices m heaven, and they said, 

The kingdom of the world is become the Icvng- 

dom of our Lord, and of his Christ: and he 

shall reign for ever and ever. 
And the four and twenty elders, who sit before Qod 
on their thrones, fell upon their faces and wor- 
shipped God" (Eev. 11: 16, 1«). 

We are to deal with an entirely new prophecy 

in the seventh woe, which will be analyzed in 

our next volume, but I desire you to note the 

parables herein taught and the scientific compiling 

of them, and, when we come to the last, we will 

be equally accurate. Remember that the opening 

of the seven seals was done simultaneously until 

JoEn came to the sixth and seventh seals, which 

were opened section by section, the sixth being 

short compared to the seventh. The seventh was 

opened by the sounding of seven angels, and their 

sounding brought forth certain things. John 

enumerated in the fourth that the last three were 

the ones that were to bring forth the calamities 

of destruction. In concluding his revelation of 

the sixth seal he has told us that he was to 

prophesy again to many tribes and kings and 

nations, and when we analyzed this statement we 

found that this applied to an event still in the 

future, and not yet perceived. 
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And now, in dealinfr ^tih the elefraith chapter 

BB a whole^ we c<»ne to the begtamng of th^ 

Bounding of the seventh angel, which is John's 

parable of the last days of this age vie are now 

living in; and when we read what he says at the 

b^^inning of this vision, we note one thing in 

particular, and that is, '^ There followed great 

voices in heaven," and they said, ''The kingdom 

of the world is become the kingdom of our Lord 

and his Christ." Then to analyze this statement, 

as revealed in the beginning of the sounding of 

this woe, is first to note what these voices had to 

say in reference to the kingdoms of this world 

becoming the Ejngd<»n of our Lord and His Christ. 

This idea has been held forth by John all the 

way through, and we have beea diligent in pointing 

out to you the manifestations of that thought in 

the minds of our great statesmen and intelligent 

public ; but to point out to you a specific thing, and 

say what it is before it has actually occurred, 

would be premattire, and therefore we leave this 

entire chapter noted with the assurance that we 

will deal with John's future parable just the same 

as we have heretofore done, and it is important to 

those who want to know the whole truth to keep 

this in mind in the beginning of ^ the next volume. 

Nevertheless, we have learned in this the .cause 

of the whole trouble, and what it was for, and in 

the sounding of this woe he begins by saying that 

these mighty voices proclaimed that the kingdoms 
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of this world had become the Kingdom of our 
Lord and His Christ, and He shall reign for ever 
and ever. The last sentence of this paragraph 
is sufficient to conclude his point: ''He shall reign 
for ever and ever." After making this state- 
ment, he then proceeds to tell us what the elders 
did. That is, **they fell upon their faces and 
worshipped Ckxi." Then, if you will observe what 
they had to say in their worship, you wiU not 
have anything left to wonder over. 

''Saying, 

We give thee tihaq^, O Lord Gk>d, the 
Almighty, who art and who wast; because 
thou hast taken thy great power, and didst 
reign. And the nations were wroth, and thy 
wrath came, and the time of the dead to be 
judged, and the time to give their reward to 
thy servants the prophets, and to the saints, 
and to them that fear thy name, the small and 
the great; and to destroy them that destroy 
the earth" (Rev. 11: 17, 18). 

No doubt, when we read the contents of these 

verses^ we conclude in our minds that John was 

coming to the end; but he is only starting on this 

woe, as we will learn, and in this clause he .tells 

us what the elders had to say when they had fallen 

on their faces, and "the time was when the wrath 

came. Of course we know that that time is now, 

but the important part we desire you to note is 

the fact that we have not finished this woe. We 

conclude, further, that this applies to this time, as 
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this wrath shall destroy them that destroy the 
earth. We have learned who they were that were 
destroying the earth, and what was meant by the 
destraetion of the earth. 

"And there was opened the temple of God that 
is in heaven; and there was seen in his temple the 
ark of his covenant; and there followed lightnings, 
and voices, and thunders, and an earthquake, and 
great >hail" (Bev. 11: 19). 

We remember what these disturbances repre- 
sented in our previous lessons, so let all who read 
be patient in well-doing, and allow the course of 
man to be complete ; then will come the good things 
we seek, 'Hhe kingdom of God and its righteous- 
ness." ' 
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CHAPTER XII. 

REVELATION REVEALED 
(G>nclusion) 

IN stadying Revelation as we would lock upon the 
continuous moving-picture show, we have learned 
a great lesson not taught in any other book than 
this sealed book that was given John, and he in 
turn handed it to us, labeled *'A Revelation." If 
it Fere a sealed book, how could it be a revela- 
tion t This question we have ans;9rered in that it 
was a parable to be known by us when we saw the 
things take place which John saw. Revelation has 
been the book of mysteries to our scholars hereto- 
fore, the same as Joel's parable was to the Jews 
until Peter pointed out the actual thing to them, 
and told them that this was it. Now we have scien- 
tifically pointed, out the things to you in this 
division of this work — ^the things John saw the 
same as we do the moving-picture show — ^and it is 
each one's duty to carefully weigh the facts and 
accept them as they really are, and not because 
we have said so, but because God has said so. 

''Ye diall kaow the trath, and the truth shall 
make yen free" (Jahn 8: 32). 
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We have made an abstract of this diyisioai of 
John's prophecy as a lawyer would of a tract of 
land, and in our mind it is complete, yet the next 
attorney that examines it may find where there 
was a technical error, and because you rely on him 
for your counsel, you will call for the corrections. 
We know our lesson, or else we would not presume 
to be a teacher of men, and what we have written 
has been done with the guiding mind of the Om- . 
nipoteht, and with our text before us. If one 
should sell you a piece of land, and promise you 
a title to it that was merchantable, you would 
take it to the lawyer you had the most confidence 
in, and ask him to pass it for you. He would point 
out the technical errors and ask that you have 
them corrected; you would do it, and in turn 
would sell this piece of land to another party, and 
he would have his confidential attorney pass on his 
title, and he, like your favorite attorney, would 
find some technical errors, and demand that you 
correct them- If this same piece of land were 
sold a hundred times, and each time another lawyer 
examined the title, he would find a technical fiaw. 
That is the lawyer's business, and what you pay 
him for, and unless he finds some error in your 
title to point out to you, he feels as though he 
has not earned his money, or at least concludes 
that you will not think he has, and therefore it is 
a financial gain with the attorney to find flaws. 
Likewise the Kingdom of God is at our command, 
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i and we have a clear abstract to it, a way-bill that 

I points out the milestones at the crossroads, and is 

II so plain ''that a wayfaring man, though a fool, 
i need not err therein." Yet, when we want to know 
i if it is dear to us, we invariably go to the min- 
i ister of our liking, and ask him to i>oint out the 
I errors of the title, and he does it the same as 
I the lawyer does, and for the same reason. 

i In this volume is the abstract to Bevelation, and 

I I sincerely hope that each individual that wants 

I the truth will be his own abstractor, and if there 

are as many errors in this as there are readers,' let 
us stand condemned for the work, for what we 
have said' has been the natural outcome of years 
of toil in behalf of humanity. 

When we have learned the prox)er division of 
' Bevelation, as has been laid down in this book, and 
the things John has taught us which were the 
natural outcome of man's building to his own 
destruction, caused by his environments of which 
he was the producer, will we continue to further 
build in that direction, or will we join in with 
the multitude that comes before the throne to wor- 
ship God for His wisdom m foretelling it to us, 
and be content with Qod's way instead of man's! 
Now let us review this lesson taught of the 
universal brotherhood of man, of a united democ- 
racy ofxall the world, of a real heaven of civilized 
men on earth where war will be known no more; 
when we will beat our swords into plowshares and 
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oar spears into pmnm^-hooks ; when man will 
be governed by his creative worth, which is his 
likeness to God, instead of his x>ower to graft and 
rob his neighbor. Will we still say such a day 
will not come, or will we hurry up its coming by 
scientifically applying the law of individualism to 
a collective brotherhood of mankind t How eai^ 
it would be for us to come to that stage of civili- 
zation; and 6h\ how much more would we have 
to rebuild a better world in which to live,- and 
so many more helpful hands to do it with, if we 
would only stop for one hour, and apply the law 
of reasoning instead of madness. It is in the 
power of madness to crush and destroy, while 
it is the law of God to reason, to buHd and to 
create. 

We only wish that all nations and heads of 
nations could see, as we see, the utter folly of 
war, and how it might be evaded by the simple 
application of one law and one police force to- 
govem all nations, the same as our great nAiim, 
is governed, and as President Wilson, in his con- 
ceptive powers, has outlined for aU the nations. 

*'Is it possible!" you ask. Stop, heedless 

world 1 We see how simple it could be. Can we 

not discern that what applies to individuals applies 

to conmiunities, and what applies to commuipties 

also applies to States, and what applies to States in 

our nation should apply to all the nations in ih^ 

world, and will before we see x>6ace on earth againt 
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Man hss grown too big in liis conception of the 
law to allow an individual nation to control, or 
attempt to control, the commerce of the world, and 
stop the wind from blowing on the earth. Make 
your own abstract of the situation as it really ex- 
ists, and see the law applied in the same sense, and 
see how easy it would be. Here is a parable of 
it. If I fall out with my neighbor and at- 
tempt to take his life, or go out armed to Mil 
him on first sight, and he likewise knows I am 
armed to kill him, and arms for defence, and 
another neighbor knows our wrath, and goes to 
inform the police of our madness and intent to 
kill each other upon meeting, it would be the duty 
of that police to disarm us. He would come and 
disarm me, and he would likewise remove the arms 
from my neighbor and bond him as well as myself 
to keep the peace. This is a common law, and 
applies, as individuals, to each citizen or subject 
of the United States. ^What applies to individuals 
also applies to counties. If one. county in our 
State rebels against another because it is selling 
whisky to the citizens of another county, and pre- 
pares by armed force to go over and stop the out- 
rage, and then some one reports it to the State, im- 
mediately the Governor of that State issues a 
proclamation to the communities that ikey must 
disarm their citizens or else he will send the State 
militia in to quell the riots, to disarm them, or 

put them under military rule, and declare their 
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goyemment a sabject of the State. What applies 
to coimtieB also applies to States in our nation. If 
Texas should decide, because it was the largest 
State in the Union, and raised the most cotton, 
that it was going to centred the cotton of Okla- 
homa, and make Oklahoma sell its products to 
Texas at a given price, and prepared by armed 
force to subdue Oklahoma and make it obey its 
will, then the great ''Old Glory" that floats over 
us all who live in this grand democracy, would (m 
short notice eome to the aid of Oklahoma and say 
to Texas, ''Disarm your people at once, or we, the 
people of the United States, will ask for the aid 
of the National Guard, which will impose upon you 
military rule, and will take your government away 
from you, and let the law of democracy rule your 
subjects." Immediately Texas would obey the 
mandates of the authorities and c(»ne back to its 
place in our nation. 

What applies to States in our nation should 
also apply to the nations of the earth, and, in- 
stead of one nation preparing its army to defend 
its interests against a neighbor nation, let there 
be a universal army of the world, supported by 
all nations, and composed of all nationalities, the 
same as oQr army is composed of men from each 
State, in our nation; and wh^ Germany, or any 
other nation of the world, would prepare a defense 
against another nation or nations, then this uni- 
versal police force, with its orders from the proper 
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chaimel, would step in and demand of Germany, 
or whatever nation it might be, that it comply 
with the laws of peaee or lose the privilege of 
self-government in its nation. Then there would 
be no war, and all nations would be interested in 
this international guard, or police force, the same 
as every county and State in our nation are inter- 
ested in our army and navy, as they all expect 
the same rule to apply to them as that which ap- 
plies to the other nations, and the expense of 
maintaining' this guard would be according to the 
number of men each nation furnished, and that 
number to be in proportion to the population of 
the nations the same as of our States. 

When we look back over the history of the 
United States, and see how wise our statesmen 
were in forming the Constitution, without a cri- 
terion to go by, we can realize that there can not 
be a failure on the part of the nations of the 
world in organizing themselves against war -upon 
the principle of government of the people, by the 
people and for the people. We have said in this 
volume that a thing must reach its zenith before 
the thing that is to take its place can come about, 
and when a thing hacr reached its zenith the thing 
that takes its place miist come about. This is il- 
lustrated in all of man's progress. When man 
reached the age of commercialism and began to 
trade with his neighb(»rs, his ideas regarding buy- 
ing and selling were very meager, and his means 
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of communication with the markets were limited. 
Now they haye reached perfection. 

When man began transportation he knew only 
how to drag his load to market as an ant, or carry 
it on his head ; finally he conceived that by putting 
his load on the sled he could drag twice as much 
as he could otherwise; and he therefore built the 
sled, and used it until his mind conceived that 
by constructing a cart with wheels he could still 
double his load, and he began transporting by the 
cart, for he had not yet learned how to hitch four 
wheels together, because his mind could not con- 
ceive the fifth-wheel or turning-bolster. When he 
put four wheels together they were stifl!, and there- 
fore would turn over on a curve or when he 
wanted to turn around. Finally he conceived the 
fifth-wheel or turning-bolt, and begian to build 
chariots and wagons, and this was his means of 
transportation until his business made it imperative 
that he increase his means of transportation, and 
then he began to build railroads, and those of even 
middle age can remember how crude they were 
when we first began using them. Every one has 
seen the engine move a half-block before it would 
take up the slack in the train. After man had 
develox)ed and put in operation our railroad i^s- 
tem, and had perfected the farm-wagon and buggy, 
he began the development of the horseless carriage. 

We can rem^nber hearing the old farmers 

sitting around the country stores in communities 
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which are now cities, whittling on boxes and 
arguing that some day we would see carriages 
running all over this country without horses 
hitched to them, and now we do see them in 
reality, while fhey only saw them in their minds. 
When the farm-wagon and buggy reached per- 
fection, then man's mind began to solve the prob- 
lem of the horseless carriage, and found it possible 
in the differential, the same as the others were 
possible in the fifth-wheel. Hence we look over 
our progress and see that when one thing reaches 
perfection, man is not satisfied with it, and there^ 
fore reaches out for the next higher development. 
This applies to man in everything he attempts 
to do-HSkX5ially, politically, commercially and me- 
chanically. Therefore, when we reached the zenith 
in preparation for war, came together, destroyed 
all that had been built up for the purpose of 
war, and had really fought the battle of Arma- 
geddon, we came to the present age, and can now 
see how foolish we were in such little things, as 
when we look back and see man in his primitive 
age transporting his products by sled or cart. 

Ood in His wisdom knew how foolish man 
would be, and foretold to us the cause and effect 
of it through His servant John. Yet we were too 
busy building a machine to protect our country 
to see that that was not protection, but destruction. 
When we finished our course as we chose, then 
was ushered in the next age. We say "as we chose" 
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adviaedly, aa it was as we chose, and not as God 
would choose for us. In our lik^iess to Gk>d, we 
are cr^tors. Gk>d gave man power to be what 
he (man) wills, and not what Gk>d wills that man 
should be, and man, propelled under the intern of 
greed to conquer or excel his neighbor in the com- 
mercial world, has unheedingly and uiiwisely buUt 
up the machine to his own destruction. That is, 
man has reached his zenith, and has come to the 
new and better age. We know that the gospel has 
been preached to aU nations, for we have se^i 
the prayers mingled with the incense, and the fire 
cast upon the earth as John foretold us it would 
be. We have seen his parables fulfilled as the 
creatures rode out on their steeds of war, and 
have pointed out the locust, the horses that moved 
forth with fire in their heads and tails, and the 
mountain of fire that was rolled in the sea, as well 
as the lion, the cow, the creature with the man's 
face, and last, though not least, the eagle. We 
remember only too well that fateful day when 
Germany, no longer able to meet the onsets of her 
enemies, was forced to acc^t the terms of peace 
offered by President Wilson, and prajred for an 
armistice, at the same time suggesting that a mixed 
commission be appointed to settle the existing griey- 
ances. They go out to. measure the temple, but 
fail to agree, according to the Revelation handed 
us, and in the last analysis of their c<»iception of 

right, make the last woe worse than all the others. 
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We no longer look upon the Book of Revelation 
as a sealed book, as it is now manifest to our 
eyes. It was a sealed book, and carried with 
it manj mysteries in the minds of men^ until its 
interpretation was found in this age, and now we 
read it as a revelaition true to its name. Bemem- 
ber, howeyer, it is not finished, and when we see 
the fulfillment of the last woe we will know it, and 
in our next volume we will point put the things 
to you as we have in this one. Remember, John 
tells us of three books in his Revelation, and in 
this division he has dealt with two— the sealed 
bodk and the little book that caused so much 
trouble — and in his next division he deals with 
the Book of Life. 

Summing up the revelation of Jesus Christ in 
this work, we know that the proper division of 
Revelation includes the symbolic relations it has 
to our age. Second, it is actually being fulfilled, or 
else we are deceived. Note the proper division of 
it in our comparison with the things actually trans^ 
piring, as well as the relation of it to the division 
we have made. 

In the first chapter John describes the Saviour 
in His glory and fullness, and in the second and 
third he portrays the story to the churches, and in 
the fourth he takes up the picture of the four 
creatures as they actually appear, and in the fifth 
we note his narrative of the Book of Revelation, 
and in Uie sixth he tells us of the first, second, 
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third, fourth and fifth seals, and part of the 

sixth seaL Then in the opening of the seventh 

chapter he tells ns of the four angels standing 

at the four comers of the earth, holding the four 

winds of the earth, that no wind should blow 

on the earth, and then reviews the other angels 

and their commission as it was given unto 

them, saying, ''Hurt not the earth nor the sea, nor 

the trees, till we shall have sealed the servants 

of our Ck)d in their foreheads." Then he portrays 

the number of them that were sealed, and he tells 

us in the latter part of the seventh chapter of the 

great multitude that no man could number out of 

every nation, and all tribes, and people and 

tongues, standing before the throne and before 

the Lamb. Then comes the opening of the sevaith 

seal, wherein followed a silence, and the offering 

of the incense which mingled with the prayers of 

the saints upon the golden altar which was before 

the throne. Then came the fulfillment of the Scrii>- 

tures, and he took the censer, and filled it with 

the fire of the altar and cast it upon the earth, and 

there followed the things we have enumerated. 

When the fifth angel sounded in the ninth chapter 

the pit of the abyss was opened, and we know 

what followed; that is, the locusts and horses and 

so on. Then in the tenth chapter John deals with 

the little book and its contents. In the eleventh 

he tells us of the reed like unto a rod, and the 

commandment to him to measure the temple. 
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All we desire is that you sum up this division 
of this volume, compare, and see if we have rep- 
resented its contents correctly. If so, accept the 
truth and be saved; **he that heareth may be 
saved." Make your own abstract of Bevelation 
and see if it compares with ours ; if not, yours must 
not be a true copy, as we have given you 
every transaction in the title, and the metes and 
bounds of the survey are laid down by the divine 
law of God, as we will in our next volume.
